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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THK ST11KKT RAILWAY QU1CS HON UK- 
CICIVRS 1W1TCI1 ATTENTION. 

Tho board of aldermen met Monday 
evening with all the mem bora present. 
Mayor Fenno presided and the minutes 
of tho last meeting were not read. 

Dr J. R. McLuighUn was appointed 
nRpeetor of animals for tho production 
of milk, provisions and animals for 
slaughter. 

Business from tho Common Council 
was disposed of in concurrence. 

The Waltham city council asked to 
havo the boundary line perambulated, 
and the chairman of the Highway com- 
mittee, the City Engineer, and the 
Superintendent of streets were appoint- 
ed a committee to take charge of the 
businoss, in conjunction with a com- 
mittee from Waltham. 

The report of the Inspector of Provi- 
sions was received and tiled. 

J. II. Wheelock and Dr. A. B. Jewell 
petitioned for a concrete walk on Ilnune- 
well avenue. 

NEWTON STItEKT RAILWAY. 

A petition was receivod from G. D. 
Gilman and some 400 other prominent 
residents of Newton, protesting against 
any location being granted to a 
street railway in Tremont or Centre 
streets, as the majority of the residents 
were opposod to such street railway, the 
streets were too narrow now for the 
travel, aud a railway would make the 
streets dangerous, < specially for children 
and askiug that no location be granted 
unless tho streets aro widened. The 
travel on such railway especially on Sun- 
days aud holidays would bring in an ob- 
jectionable element, tho railway would 
lessen the value of all estates on streets 
through which it passed, and the remon- 
strants believed it would be for public 
interests to report adversely to 6uch a 
railway. Referred to street railway com- 
mittee. 

AldermaD Roffe presented a petition 
signed bv R. M. Saltonstall and some 20 
others asking that all street railway peti- 
tions bo referred to the boulevard com- 
mission. 

■WATERTOWN STREET. 

A hearing was held on the change in 
location of Newtonville and Watertown 
street railway, from Walnut 6treet to 
Watertown, iustead of on Lowell street, 
aud as there were no remonstrants the 
hearing was closed.

danger. 

Johu Atkinson sent in a communica- 
tion in regard to the turnouts on said 
stieet railway, aud said be coaid find 
none on the plans at City Hull, and the 
city clerk to whom ho applied also was 
unable to find any. 

Alderman Plummer read a letter from 
Mr. S. L. Powers, who rented that the 
turnouts were Dover Included in the first 
plau of the location, but that they had 
to be determined upon subsequently, 
wlieu a hearing was granted to those in- 
terested. All were referred to the stieet 
railway committee. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Rumery, granting the free use of City 
Hall for April 18th, for an entertainment 
for the benefit of the Cottage Hospital.

HYDE SCHOOL. 

The secretary of the Newton High- 
lands Improvement Association, Horace 
W. Taylor, seut iu tho vote passed by 
the society urging the city council to 
give careful attention to the petition 
pteseii te<l for a new school buildiug aud 
endorsing the report made by the school 
board, aud the petition already presented 
by Newton Highlands’ citizeus. 

A healing was given ou the petitiou of 
tho N. E. Telephone Co. for location for 
poles on Centro street, between Gibbs 
aud Cotton streets. No remonstrants ap- 
peared aud tbe bearing was closed. 

A batch of juuk licensee were granted. 

E. C. Dudley and Eliza U. Shaw, by 
their attorney, E. II. Mason, presented 
claims for the laud taken for the widen- 
ing ot B acou street, some 14,784 feet, 
for which no compensation had beeu 
planted them for the laud, or for the 
change made necessary iu grading. Re- 
ferred to highway committee. 


HIGH SCHOOL LOT. 

Alderman Thompson presented an 
order authorizing the public property 
committee to purchase 45,201 foot of Mr. 
Clnflin, south of the High school, at a 
cost n »t to exceed $7,835, to bo paid for 
by a 10 years’ note at 4 poi cent, interest. 
Hie order was passed. 

C. W. Higgins asked for license for 
stable 20x20 feet on Melrose street. D. 
L. Guilford askod for stable, also 20x20 
feet, on same street. 

Tnomas MsGrath gavo notice of inten 
tion to build house 18x30 feet, on Orris 
street. 

E. C. Champtiey give notice of inten- 
tion to build house ,32x45 feet on Faxon 
street. 

Mr. Tapley gave notice of intontion to 
built bouse 30x42 on Faxon s reet. 

James Maguire, bouse 30x1(1 feet on 
Crescent stroet. 

A liconso was granted for the building 
of a car station ami waiting room on 
High street, Upper Falls. 

WELLESLEY STREET RAILWAY. 

The hearing on the ebauge of location 
of the West Newton ami Lower Falls 
street railway was theu opened. Mr. 
Goo. W. Morse said the change had been 
made to meet the wishes of the citizens 
and would run ou t lie side of Margin 
street aud uot cross Highland street, and 
he thought this would satisfy overy one. 

Mr. Joseph R, Smith appeared as at- 
torney for residents ou Washington 
street, who remonstrated against having 
the railroad on the southerly side of 
Washington street. On looking over the 
ground he could not see why such a lo- 
cation had beeu asked for. They did not 
object to the street railway, nor wish to 
place any obstacles in its way, but ob- 
jected to having it on the South side 
from Wales to Auburn Btreet. If on 
either side it should be on the north side, 
but the proper place for it was iu the 
centre of tho street. 

Mr. Morse said this matter was all dis- 
posed of at tbe preyious hearing and now 
the ouly question was as to the ebauge 
in the location. 

Mayor Fenno said ho knew that it was 
are-oponing of the question, but ho had 
docided to allow it to go on unless the 
board objected. 

Mr. Smith said if the railroad was on 
tbe side of tbe street it should be near 
the sidewalk aud not compel tbe passen- 
gers to cross the street. There was a 
sidewalk most of the way ou the north 
side but none on the south side. Second, 
there were 5 . houses ou the north side 
and six from tho top of the hill to Au- 
burn street, while ou the south side there 
were 13 houses from the top of tho hill to 
Auburn 6treet. 

Third, the lay of the land made the lo- 
cation ou tho south side very objection- 
able and would do irreparable injury to 
the land. Tho driveways were most of 
them descending, and would cross the 
tracks at an angle, which would be very 
dangerous. Beacon street, a travelled 
thoroughfare, met Washington street at 
an acute angle aud descended sharply to 
Washington street, and many accideuts 
happened there now. It would be hard 
to find a place where tracks would be 
more •objectionable. The public safety 
demanded that teams coming from Bea- 
con street should not be compelled to cross 
the tracks ol au electric street railway, 
on which cars would be ruu at a high 
rate of speed. The tracks on the side 
would ruin the house at tbe corner of 
Beacon street. As far as he could dis- 
cover it had before been the policy to put 
street railway tracks in the centre of the 
street. Washington street was a main 
thoroughfare aud was no wider than 
Walnut street, where the railroad ran iu 
the ceutre, except for a short distance 
along Bullough’s pond. 

The incorporators had of course a 
selfish interest in this matler.hut lookiug 
the question all over he could see fewer 
objections to putting the tracks on the 
north than on the south side. 

The Cottage Hospital would be seri- 
ously injured by placing the trucks any 
nearer to it than was absolutely ueces- 
Siry, and that was something in which 
all Newtou was interested. He read a 
letter from Mr. J. N. Bacon, stating that 
although he had withdrawn his name as 
a remonstrant, he thought the centre of 
the street the most desirable for the 
tracks and any other location would be a 
mistake. 

Mr. L. E. Leland said be bad 500 feet 
of laud at the end of Beacon street on 
the bill, aud car tracks on that side 
would injure him materially. The corner 
of Beac >u stieet was a very dangerous 
one, he had lived there 24 years, aud had 
knowhi of four serious accidents there 
and many more that were uot seldom. 
It was almost impossible to control a horse 
in coining down the hill, and it would be 
difficult to keep from collidiug with the 
cars. 

Wales street would be another danger- 
ous place, aud last Sunday even without 
tho cars, a man was thrown out there 
and taken up uucouscious, and it was 
doubtful if he recovered. The city 
should look after these daugerous places 
aud uot make them auy worse. Iu front 
of the store was another daugeious 
place, the street was very narrow aud it 
would be difficult for a team to pass the 
cars here. He did not object to the 
middle of tho street, but if the city gave 
away the frauchiso it should not do dam- 
age to the real estate on the street. 

Mr. Morse asked if there were auy 
hitching posts iu front of his laud. 

Mr. Lulaud said there were two. He 
had room for four more houses ou his 
laud, if the lots were sold. 

Dr. l’aiue said ho owned about 1000 
feet of laud along the south side of the 
street and he objected to haviug the 
tracks ou his side of the street. His 
driveway descended to the stieet aud 
tracks on that side would make it voiy 
dangerous. lie hoped the road would go 
thiough.bul he objected, for another 
thing because it would interfere with 
his placing buildings near the stieet iu 
the futuie. The question ought to be 
tieatud, he thought, iu a broader way. 
TL*e sewei would soon have to go up 
Washington street and would naturally 
be placed iu the centre, aud if the street 
was dug up all this summer for the street 
railway aud the sewer, it might have to 
he dug up iigaiu next year, for the pur- 
pose of being widened, and it ought to 
be widened now. The tracks ought to 
be placed light iu the first place. Ho 
would uot object to tbeir being placed 
on the side provided they could be re- 
moved at auy time on petitiou of a cer- 
tain number of property owners. 

Mr. Frederic Joliusou said he started 
the oigauizatiou ol the road uot for auy 
selfish motive, but to accommodate the 
guests of the Woodland Park hotel, who 
fouiid it difficult now to get to the rail- 
road stations. lie thought many would 
object to haviug the tracks iu the ceutre 
of the street. Mr. K. B. Haskell had 
said he would oppose a locatiou iu the 
centre by every means possible aud 
other* fell the same way. He, himself, 
had no selfish eud iu view, he didn’t care 
which side of the street the Hacks weie 
laid, lie hoped to wake up the dead 
laud by meat s of the road, aud he had 
the approval of most of the largo land- 
uaucis. Mr. Bacon had offered laud for 
u car house aud withdrew his name front 


the remonstrants. Mr. Joseph Lee paid 
some $2,000 a year into the city treasury, 
and deserved some consideration, 

Mr. Smith said be should liko to know 
why the roid was placed on tbe south 
side. 

Mr. Ooorge W. Morse said ho was sur- 
prised that any one should nsk why it 
was located on the sido of tbe street,. 
The roason was apparent.. No capitalist, 
would ever build iu the center of the 
street, and it is beginning to bo recog- 
nized that the side of the street was the 
only place for a streot. railway. On this 
road wo must havo rapid transit or it 
will be of no valun, ana wo can’t liavo 
rapid transit in the center of tho street. 
There was not much enthusiasm any- 
way about building the line, a littlo op- 

f iosition would kill It. But sometime 
orcign capitalists will come in and 
build it if we do not, to conucct botween 
Boston and Framingham. Tho syrnli 
cite in charge aro substantially the samo 
as have built the other roads in Newton 
and they havo shown that they intend to 
give good service. They desire to be in 
perfect accord with the city council. Tho 
fact is this road will not. givo much re- 
turn on tho cost for years, but it is being 
built for the future. 

Mr. J. F. Lyman said he had a small 
frontage on the street, but bo thought 
anyone conversant with the grndos and 
nugles of the sido streets and driveways 
could sec that a railroad on tho s mth 
sido would bo very dangerous. Wo talk 
about the dangorous grade crossin s, 
but here wo would havo a dangorous 
grado crossing at every intersecting 
street. The north side would bo far less 
dangerous. 

Mr, Johnson said ho was perfectly 
willing to leave it to the judgment of 
the board on which side tho tracks 
should be placed. 

The heariug was then closed. 

A. L. Edm inds and others asked for a 
main draiu aud sewer on Hyde avenue, 
from George to Sargent street., 

SEWERS, 

Alderman Hunt road a large number of 
long orders for sewers on tho following 
streets: 

Private way off California street, 
Green stroet, Green court, Clattiu place, 
Gay street, Centre street from George to 
near Sargent, Prince, Berkeley, Lenox, 
L >wolI, West, Watertown, Chapel, Apple- 
ton, Walnut, Lowell, Highland nveuue, 
Otis, Vista avenue, Uuiou, Somiuary 
avenue, CUffin place, Jowott, Ilutmowell 
avenue, Elmhurst road,L\kcview avenue, 
Grove Hill avenue, Wiswull, Central, 
Hancook, Auburn, Maple, Grove, Wood- 
land avenue, aud Washington streot. 

Hearings were appointed ou the pri- 
vate lands to be taken for May 1 before 
tho aldermen and May 8 before tbo com 
mon council, at 7.45 o’clock. 

Orders passed for sewers, last year, 
were again passed, iu order to remove all 
question of any illegality. 

REFERENCE OF STREET RAILWAYS. 
Alderman Bothfeld exploded a bomb 
shell iu the board by moviug to refer ali 
petitions for street railways, except the 
Needham street railway, to the boule- 
vard commission, with tho request that 
they report a general system of street 
railways for Newton. lie called atten- 
tion to a petition for such action, signed 
by 350 of such citiz mis as H. E. Hibbard, 
I, T. Burr, Goo. 8. Bullous, A. F. Luke, 
W. P. Ellison, and others who have 
sigued, and said to him that this 
was tho way to reach the best solution of 
the question, aud dispose of all these 
applications which are coming up at 
every meeting. He meant u»» disrespect 
to tho stroet railway committee, hut the 
boulovard commission wero considering 
tho question of street wideniugs aud 
allied questions at every meeting, aud 
they were men conspicuous for their 
ability aud fairness, and could givo more 
time to considering ihe matter in iis 
broader aspects, than the aldermen could 
do. 

Mayor Fenuo said tho street railway 
committee would have to bo discharged 
li ist 

Alderman Bothfolil said that tho streot 
railway committee would decide wisely 
if they had all the details before them, 
but they did not, aud ho moved that they 
be discharged. 

Alderman Roffe said be should bo glad 
to be relieved from responsibility, but it 
was hardly fair for the petitioners to 
make them wait till 1894 It would be 
better to give them leave to withdraw 
aiul bring iu a new petitiou later on. It 
would be bard to keep the company to- 
gether for so long a time. 

Alderman Bothfeld said tho report of 
the boulevard commission would be 
forthcoming before long, and this would 
hasten it. 

Alderman Plummer said ho would he 
glad to be released but be did not think 
the petition was entitled to much re- 
spect, as many of the signers had signed 
petitions for the locations ami now they 
have signed another against it. lie 
thought the expense of so much stieet 
widening and boulevards ought to be 
considered, and lie did uot believe in 
taking such matters out of the bauds of 
the board. 

Alderman Rumery moved to lay ou the 
table till the next meeting. 

Alderman Bothfeld said he was will- 
ing to favor the alderman, bur. disliked to 
see a man here in tbe interest of the rail- 
road suggesting to a member what motion 
he should make, aud lri did uot think the 
board should take suggestions from au 
outsider. 

This created quite a sensation, aud 
Alderman Rumery replied that Mr.Morse 
had made no suggestion of that kind to 
him, aud had whispered to him in refer- 
ence to uuother matter. He made the 
motion ou his own account. 

The motion to table wuh then passed. 
Tho Newton & Boston Street Railway 
asked fot a concrete walk on Walnut 
stieet; referred. 

The board then wont iuto executive 
session. 

Judge Dim Imr Exonerated. 

The hearing before the judiciary com- 
mittee of the Legislature lias pricked tho 
bubble of Janies W. Stillman’s charges 
of “malfeasance iu office” brought 
against Judge James R. Dunbar of the 
superior court. The case was dually 
sifted down to this: Mr. Stillman charged 
that Judge Dunbar gave a decision 
against a preponderance of evidence; 
that evidence uucontradictcd aud uuim- 
peacbed, was passed over by him, aud 
that iu giving a verdict against evidence 
of that kind Judge Dunbar was guilty of 
malfeasance. The urgument which Mr. 
Stillman made upon this proposition 
certaiuly showed that he was not as well 
balanced au many persons are, aud his 
citation ol authorities did uot seem to 
impress the committee as pertiueut. 
When asked if it was his opiuiou that a 
judge who makes a ruling contrary to 
law is open to impeachment, the peti- 
tioner answered iu the affirmative, but 
when his attention wuh called to the law 
reports filled with decisions overruling 
the acts of judges he modified his 
opiuiou ou that subject, iu fact the 


bearing showed that but for tho unduo 
publicity given to 'bis matter by sensa 
tional journals, it would bo too absurd 
for comment. This was evidently tbo 
opinion ol William G. Russell, Solomon 
Lincoln, Charles W. Bartlett, and other 
prominent lawyers who watched the pro- 
ceedings, and Sir. Lincoln, vioe-presiaent 
of the Boston bar association, said to tbo 
committee that bo thought there was no 
excuse for any remarks by any repre- 
sentative of the l>Ar. He intimated that 
the Ciiso made out was too week to be 
worthy of serious notice.

A LIVELY FIRE. 


TeMImonlfll to Rev. E. E. Dnvldson. 


Tho riders of Boston and vicinity Hi tie 
know that one of the oldest cycling dobs 
in this section of tho country that has 
onjoyed an uninterrupted existence is 
the Newton Bicycle Club. 

This, however, is a fact. 

Within the past 11 years covered by 
tho oxistonce of tho N. B. C. many clubs 
hnvocomo and gone. 

Tho old Boston club, with its grand 
clubhouses at the South end and Back 
Bay; tho Massachusetts club, with its 
celebrated Massachusetts clubhouse, now 
a part of the Art Club on Newbury street; 
the CroBconts, Cambridge club, and many 
othorB of more or loss importance, havo 
experienced the rise and tall of fortuno, 
and gradually Bunk into oblivion, some 
to rise pheonix-like from their ashes and 
others to sleep tho long sloop of forgotten 
clays. 

Most of thoso organizations have had 
an eventful history; some havo hndsplun 
did olubhouses, somo havo been known 
in league or local politics of tho wheel, 
somo havo elected mom burs to tho state 
Legislature; all havo made a mark and 
fallen away, never to rise again to their 
anoient glory, however rehabilitated and 
rejuvenated. 

Tho Newton club has gone on in tho 
even tenor of its way, and maintained an 
uneventful but enjoyable state of exist- 
ence, which makes it dear to tho hearts 
of its old members. 

Its formation was in response to the 
call of L. A. VV. Consul Charles L. Clark 
of Newton, dear old Charley Clark of the 
Boston club, then resident in Newton. 

Realizing that there was a pressing 
need for the formation of a cycle club in 
the citv of Newton at that time, Chirlio 
hitched up his old white horse and drove 
about, raising tho enthusiasm of tho 
riders of the wheel. It was the good old 
ordinary in those days, and its riders can 
never forgot tho tumbles and tribulations 
of old times, when riding a wheel whh 
more widely separated in points of skill 
and danger, from tho resemblauce to 
reposing iu an easy chair, as experienced 
now by riders of the uow fnngled safety. 

Nervo and character were required fac- 
tors in a man’s make-up when ‘‘high 
wheels” were iu vogue, and, “tell it not 
in Gath,” the old sport of those days has 
a sneaking cont rapt for a man who never 
know aught but the low wheel. 

This was tho sort of stock of which the 
Newton Club was built. 

Clark called tho first meeting which 
was held in Knights of Honor Hall, West 
Nowton, on April 1, 1882, 11 years ago. 

The original siguers were seven in 
number; thiee Boston men headed the 
list, Charles L. Clark, Freelon Morris, 
W. W. Stall; following them oame George 
F. Williams, F. U. Whiton, Edward l\ 
Burnham and Fred W. Walker, tho last 
our boiug strictly Newton men, and at 
hat time not connected with any other 
lab. 

Meetings followed in rapid succession, 
nd tho cluh grew apace, at times huviug 
as many as 45 or more members. 

Many prominent wheelmen have been 
enrolled on the lists of tho N. B. C , and 
on turning the pages of the old records 
we note such names as those of Freelon 
Morris, an old racing man now out of 
wheeling; W. W. Stall, a name well 
known to wheelmon for the past 15 years; 
E. P. Burnham, at one time a pi eminent 
racing man, and still on the wheel; P. L. 
Aubin, a veteran of the “still existing ’ 
type, Edward W. Pope and the Colonel; 
following the records, we run rapidly 
through the names familiar to all tiders 
and “otill in the ring,” such as Abbott 
Bassett, A. D. Clulliu, H. M. Saben, 
“Dave” Ilyams, Harry aud Kirko Corey, 
A. A. Gliues, George II. HastiugB, E. 8 
Martin, George Pope, the late Ralph P. 
Ahl, George M. Hcndeo and others. 

The Newtou Club has enjoyed its meet- 
ing for years largely from tho fact that 
this club has not failed to provide at 
every gathei ing a neat collation for the 
delectation of its members and friends. 
It has not failed to houor that old custom 
of an annual diuner each succeeding 
April, and on the 8th inst., it will cele- 
brate the finish of its entering year in the 
second cycle of its existence by a grand 
dinner, its 11th, at the Thorndike, when 
an effort will be make to collect all its 
old members and friends in oud grand 
gathering and reunion, where it is hoped 
' all veterans w'ill bo present. 

' While preferring to stand on one side 
and view tho radical side of the spoit 
with a paternal luteresi, the Newton 
Bicycle Club is not “out of the ring,” 
but is interested iu all movements for 
general improvement aud enjoyment, and 
is even uow a member of the A. C. C., 
holding a charter membership iu that 
organization 

For uu old fellow, tho N. B. C. still 
carries a chip on its shoulder which takes 
a good ’uu to knock t il', and while there 
is a hole showiug iu the top of its hair, 
there "is Ule iu the old dog yet.”

TIIK OCCUPANTS OF Til* BUILDING KfCAPK 
IN Til Kilt NIOHT CI.OTIIKS. 

An nlarm was rung in from box 115 at 
2.80 o’clock Wodnosdny morning, for a 
fire in a two-story wooden building on 
Centro street. Tho structure adjoins 
Froncli’s block, a one-story building con- 
taining several stores. It is separated 
from Whitman’s stable only by n narrow 
alleyway leading to another small wooden 
structure in the rear. Tho latter was oc- 
cupied by C. S. Decker, tailor, who also 
had a store In Fronch’s block. 

Tho fire, it is thought, started in tho 
store of tho two-story building occupiod 
by Fank Shinn, laundrymnn. It spread 
quickly, and soon the staircases leading 
to the tonemont nbovo wero binned 
away. 

The tenement was occupied by C. S. 
Biscotti and family. They wero slooping 
soundly iu complete ignorance of the 
blaze, and wore aroused by Officers Burke 
and Tiiffo. The latter threw his billy 
through a window in the second story, 
and a tew moments later the Biscottis 
made a hasty exit in their night clothes 
from a side window to tho roof of the 
next building. Three children, who 
jumped, were caught by the officers, who 
later succeeded iu getting up a laddor. 
An iufantin its cradle was then brought 
down by Officer Conroy, aud subsequent- 
ly Mr. liisootti and bis wife reached terra 
firm*. 

While this was happening, tbo tiro bad 
gained considerable headway. The 
southorn end of Fi ouch’s block caught., 
and bo did the wooden building in the 
rear. Tbo latter was soon enveloped in 
flames, but the firemen succeeded m ar- 
resting tbo progress of the fire in 
French’s building, whioh was damaged 
only about $500 woith. 

Tho burned buildings, including the 
two story structuro whore the iiro started 
and tho one in tho rear, were valued at 
about $3000, and were well insured. 

Tho total damage caused by the con- 
flagration is estimated at about $7000. 
C. S. Deckel’s tailoring stock and fix- 
tures represent a total loss of $1000, there 
being no insurance. C. S. Biscotii, fruit 
dealer, lost stock valued at $1000; in- 
surance, $500. Fank Shinn, laundryman, 
estimates the value of his stock and fix- 
tures at $300; insured. 

Tho stores of W. A. Lamb, provision 
dealer; Shaw, druggist; Shaughnessy, 
grocer, and Burnham, restaurant keeper, 
all in Fronch’s block, suffered moro or 
less damage to stock aud fittings from 
smoko and water. 

The blaze was first discovered by 
Officer Taffe who hastened at once to the 
scene of iho conflagration to arouse the 
inmates of the burning building. Officor 
Burke pulled in the first alarm and then 
went to assist the other officers whoso 
prompt work, undoubtedly, was the 
means of saving lifo. Officer Burke got 
a coat from the Biscotti’s apartment 
which represented considerable value as 
in one of tho pockets tliero was a purse 
containing several hundred dollars. Be- 
sides tho officers, the fire department is 
deserving of a great deal of credit. Tho 
fire was well handled and very serious 
losses thereby prevented. Arrangements 
wore made for a hasty exit from Whit- 
man’s stable. All the horses wero taken 
out and the carriages and sleighs so 
placed on »4ho ground floor that only a 
short t»me would be required for the 
removal of the whole equipment.

THE BOULEVARD COMMISSION. 


As this commission was appointod for 
a definite purpose, and as the members 
are meu of ability and character, iu 
whom every ono has confidence, it would 
seem to be the part of wisdom to wait 
for their report before taking any 
decided steps. They were appointed to 
consider some systematic plan of public 
improvements for Newton, which in* 
eludes the question of street w idening, 
the building of railways to better con- 
nect the different villages, and develop 
the vacant laud in the city. 

It is certainly hardly complimentary to 
the members of the commission to have 
the board of aldermen go ahead and 
graut all sorts of locations for street rail- 
ways on all sorts of streets, without any 
regard to the commission. The mem- 
bers of the street railway syndicate ate 
respected citizens of Newton, who would 
not like to do auything to interfere with 
the future inteiests of the city, but they 
differ from the boulevard commission iu 
one important particular. Their aim is 
to make m >uey, and they apply for a 
road wherever they see a c an :e to 
secure a paying investment, or to secure 
a connecting link that will he valuable 
when that foreign syndicate that Mr 
Geo. \V. Morse told about on Mon- 
day night, desires to secure a thorough 
line from Boston to Framingham. 

The boulevard commission, on the 
other baud, have no tiuaucial interests at 
stake, except that in common with other 
citizens, they are interested iu the pros' 
perity of Newton. They look at the 
street railway question from a disinter- 
ested standpoint, aud they would natur- 
ally be safer advisers for the aldermen 
than the men who are pushing street 
railway schemes. 

These various street railways in New- 
ton may bo excellent things as loug as 
they are owued by Newton men, but the 
aldermen should look beyond the present 
year and consider the future. They 
should study the history of street rail- 
ways iu other places and Boston will he 
a convenient illustration. Years ago 
there were a score or more of different ' 
street railways in that city, most of them 
staited by patriotic citizens, who were is 
interested in Boston as any of the New- ' 
ton street railway syndicate are in New- 
ton. But time passed on and all these 1 
railways were consolidated into the West 
End system, owued by Boston men, it is J 
true, but furnishing a monopoly that ! 
could dictate to the city government, j 
Recently the West End has passed into 
the control of a foreign syndicate, which ! 
cures uothiug about Boston, nut does ] 
care a good deal about in tking money, j 
The street railways of New England are 
all tending to the same end, aud foreign 1 
capitalists are gathering them iu, aud | 
the result will loudly De favorable to ; 
local interests. The Newton syndicate J 
probably have as yet uo luea of selliug j 
out, but they aie woital, aud iu ten or 
twenty years their heirs may decide to 
invest their mouoy in other property, 
aud all the Newton railways pass into 
the bauds of outsiders. 

This is uuly a i easouahle view for the 
aldermen to take. They may want to 
oblige old friends and neighbors, but 
the inteiests of the oily should beheld 
paramount. There is no reason lor auy 
baste about deciding upon such im- 
perial 1 questions, so vital to the pros- 
perity of Newton, and when the alder- 
nun come to think over it seriously they 
will be glau of the enauce to shift such 
an important responsibility upou otbet 
shoulders. 

For these reasons, it is to be hoped 
that the order pnseuted by Aldermau 
Bothfeld, to refer ail these street rail- 
way petitions to the boulevard commis- 
sion, will pass. If a iiue oilers a paying 
investment, either now or iu the future 
there is not the slightest danger that 
capitalists will not be as eager to build 
it next year as this year. A cooiprebeu. 
aive street railway s\stem would he a 
great deal better for Newton than to have 
every street cut up by the tracks, with* 
out auy regard for the convenience or 
safety of the public, und such a system 
is one of the things the commission is 
considering. That is one purpose for 
which it wus appointed, aud as the com- 
mission was iu existence before the elec- 
tion of the preseut City Council, aud its 
scope was well understood, there is 110 
occasion for auy sensitiveness ou the 
subject. 


thus interfering with the dinner hour of 
all the parent* and pupil*. The Super- 
intendent and High School Committee 
wore rather unwi*o to provoke a fight by 
interfering with nuch a aacrod subject, 
and judging from tho report*, there rial- 
y soem* to have been no good and 
sufficient reason for tho change. Tho 
parents are really much more interested 
in the prorperity of the school, than any 
of the committee or tho superintendent, 
aud tho parent* of Newton are also 
reasonable people, and willing to be con - 
yinced of tho wisdom and necessity of 
any change. It i* foolish to provoke 
them unnccessarially, or to break up the 
whole routine in every household iu 
Newton for auy whim. The plea that in 
other cities tho sessions are five hours 
long is no reason for our imitating them, 
as Newton is differently situated from 
other cities, and under the old rule 
which has been followed so many years, 
tho High school of Newton has compared 
very creditably for tho work done and 
results reached, with auy school in the 
state. Superintendent Aldrich menus 
well, we are willing to admit, but when 
he has lived longer in Newton ho will 
find that its people do not care what 
systems are followed in other places, and 
that its residents do not like changes 
which are made either for the sake of a 
change, as iu the present case, or for tho 
sake of saving a fow dollars, as at Lower 
Falls. Tho people pay liberally for the 
support of their schools, and as they are 
tho ones who pay the bills, they rightly 
think that theii wishes should not be 
entirely disregarded. A superintendent 
who wishes to be a success iu Newtou 
should not needlessly antagonize the 
wishes of the parents. 


There was an important hearing be- 
fore tho Highway committee, Wednesday 
eveuiug, ou tho Newton Boulevard ques- 
tion. Mr. Daua Estes was one of the 
chief speakers, and told what had been 
done with the Beacon street boulevard in 
Brookline, he being one of the chief 
movers in th it enterprise. He said that 
they had ono advantage there, the West 
End Street Railway through Mr. Whitney 
giviug $100,000 toward the improvement. 
Chairmau Bothfeld turned to Mr. H. B. 
Parker and asked how much his railway 
company would contribute to the New- 
ton boulevard. Mr. Parker laughed and 
said he had beeu several years gettiug 
gentlemen to unite to build the road, and 
lie thought ho should ueed about ten 
years more to get them up to the point 
of giving auything. Tho West End road 
could afford to give a good deal in the 
one case, where the Newton company 
could hardly be expected to do much, 
as they will uot have such a sure paying 
investment from the very stait. Judge 
Bishop and the other gentlemen interest- 
ed in the Newton boulevard explained 
their views and intentions with regard to 
the improvements, aud the great advant- 
age such a street would prove to Newton, 
in the way of attructiug desirable resi- 
dents, building up the city, aud adding 
to the assessed valuation. 


By the death of ex Alderman Church- 
ill Newton loses a good citizen, who was 
conscientious in the discharge of every 
duty and took a public spirited interest 
111 whatever was likely to beuefic the 
city. He made many friends while in 
the city council and ail were saddened 
to learn of his death, which came to 
most without auy wnruiug, as few knew 
of Lis illness. The mourning for him 
will he deep and siucere, as he was oue 
of tho kindest hearted of men, and was 
ahviys rea ly to extend his sympathy 
and help to those iu trouble. He was 
also a very pi asant companion, and his 
social and business friends will miss him 
sadly. The high esteem iu which he 
was held was shown by the large attend- 
ance at the funeral services which were 
held ou Monday in the Central Congre- 
gational church. 

Newton people will be interested in 
the bills presented to the legislature by 
the Newton Street Railway syndicate, in 
which they ask for the right to sell or 
buy other roads, aud aUo that other 
roads may have the right to buy them. 
These are only a few of the privileges 
asked for, but Representative Estabrook 
is certainly right in thinking that such 
bills ought to be carefully scrutinized. 
Ii> view of these legislative petitions, the 
board of aldermen ought to go slow iu 
grauLiug auy more locations, which the 
companies would have a right to sell at a 
profit to some foreign corporation. 
Sheet railway speculation has reached 
the proportions of an epidemic aud the 
legislature is tl toded with bills from all 
parts of the slate. 

Fast Day was ushered iu with a heavy 
suow storm aud the problem of the 
proper obaei vauces 01 the day was solved 
without any reference to the exciting 
contest which lias beeu waged over the 
question. The snow aud consequent 
mud caused a postponement of the 
formal opeuiug of the base ball seasou, 
aud interfered with all the plans for the 
sales of seashore and suburban laud, be- 
sides auy number of privato plans for 
the eiijoyineut of tbe day. I'eoplu with 
laud to sell or with other schemes which 
depended ou fair weather felt like follow- 
ing Governor Russell’s advice, given in 
his prociaiuutiou, with great strictness, 
although the subsequeut sunshine aud 
thaw tempered their feelings somewhat.

ANOTHER HIGH SCHOOL ROW. 


parents strongly object to longer 

SESSIONS. 

There is again dissatisfaction with 
affairs at the High school, caused by the 
arbitrary attitude taken by Superinten- 
dent Aldrich and tho High school com- 
mittee iu lengthening the sessions of the 
school by half an hour. The pareuts 
object decidedly to thu 4 change,aud time 
is evidence that the old uulmppy state of 
affairs is to be revived. 

This is veiy much to be regretted, and 
surely the committee ought to have 
learned by this time the wisdom of 
avoiding any unnecessary unpleasantness 
with tho parents. They are naturally 
much more interested iu the welfare of 
the school aud the pupils than the com- 
mittee, aud us the school is uot a private 
corporation, aud the committee are not 
trustees, oue would naturally think that 
the wishes of the parents, who have 
chosen the committee to represent them, 
would have some iufiueuce. 

The state of affairs seems to be as fol- 
lows: Superintendent Aldrich found an 
old rule which hud long ago fallen out of 
sight, that High school sessions should 
be live hours long, aud knowing that in 
other cities u<uro compactly built than 
New bou, live hour sessious were the rule, 
he Avanted the same iu Newtou and pre- 
vailed upou two of tho members of the 
Higli school committee to issue the 
order. Mr. J. E. Hollis, chairman of the 
sub-coinmitte, is unfortunately ill, aud 
his conservative advice could not be had, 
aud the matter has never been presented 
to the full bo.iid, which so important a 
change would seem to demand. 

The two younger members of the com- 
mittee naturally have great confidence iu 
Mr. Aldrich, aud as the latter is a new- 
comer in New ton he does not kuow the 
temper of the people or realize the ob- 
jections to a longer session, from tho 
great distance many of the pupils have 
to go to reach their homes. 

The arguments for the change are to 
give three minutes between each recita- 
tion, for the pupils to ask questions, aud 
to make the noon recess half an hour 
long instead of tweuty minutes, neither 
ot w hich change seems to he of enough 
importance ti pay for the trouble tho 
order has already caused. 

If auy principle were involved, the 
pareuts would be glad to staud Ly the 
school committee, hut it seems to show a 
lack of judgment, to sa.y the least, to court 
so great an opposition, for the sake of 
such a petty change. 

Parents of the pupils have dinner at 
noon for their cliildieu, and by the 
change, the pupils do not reach home 
until after two o’clock, and 111 tho further 
villages until nearly tluee, which would 
compel them to either lake a cold lunch, 
or to have their diuuer and supper at the 
same time, aud either way is regarded as 
bad for the health of the pupils, and the 
advantage of three minutes between 
recitation* is not a sufficient compensa- 
tion. Tlie twenty minute iccess is loug 
euough for any useful purpose, the 
parents say. 

A strong fight aud gieat di*s itisfaotion 
is immiouur, unless the rule is rescinded, 
and the consequences of such a fight will 
be bo disastrous to the school, that it 
should he avoided, if possible. 

Newtou people pay so liberally for the 
support of the schools, and are so much 
interested iu their welfare, that they are 
impatient with auy petty changes, aud 
expect their represen tut 1 ves on the 
school board to take a liberal view of all 
school matters. The Lower Kails school 
trouble has beeu managed very unwisely 
aud tbe few buudred dollars saved by 
doing away with a master there is a cost- 
ly change to the interests of Lower Falls, 
and this change at the High school 
seems to have beeu made iu a very arbi- 
trary manner, without due logard to the 
wishes of the parent*. The following 
petition will show what the pareuts 
think of it, aud the signatures comprise 
only a part of tbe number of parents 
who have signed the various petitions iu 
circulation :

VALUABLE CEMENTS. 

Cemeut For Stoves— Mix with water three 
parts hardwood ashes and one part salt to a 
stiff paste. This will stop cracks in stoves 
or stove lids. 

Aquarium Cement— Two parts by weight 
of common pitch and one part gutta perclia 
melted together in an iron vessel and thor 
oughly incorporated by stirring. 

Cement For China— To a thick solution 
of gum urahic add plaster of paris to form 
a sticky paste. Apply with a brush to each 
edge, ami if possible tie together. 

For MineraU aud Fossils— Pulverize two 
ounces of gum urahic and dissolve it in the 
quantity of water a laundress would use 
for tlie same bulk of starch. Dissolve half 
uu ounce of line starch and half an ouuceof j 
white sugar in tlie gum solution; cook the 
mixture in a vessel set in boiling water till 
it becomes clear.

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CITY WOYERNMENT. 

REGULAR MEETING OF THK LOWER 

BRANCH— DISCUSS IIIGIt SCHOOL LOT. 

At the meeting of the common council, 
Monday eveutlW, all were present except 
Conncilmen Bennett and Turner and 
President. Weed presided. 

Papers from the hoard of aldermen 
wore p issod in concurrence, no opposi- 
tion arising. 

I’KTI HONS. 

Petitions were received and referred as 
follows; two stroet lights on Melrose 
avenue, ono street light on Harvard 
street, ono street light on Grant avenue, 
removal of ono street light from the 
north to the south side of Everett street. 
Petition from F. A. Foster and residents 
of Grant avonuo and Grey CltfT toad for 
gravel sidewalks, also petition from 
John Leonard and others for common 
drain and sewor on Gardiner street. 

A communication was received from 
the city council of Boston enclosing a 
resolution in which was embodied their 
thanks for the assistance of the Newton 
fire department at the Lincoln street fire. 

11IOU SCHOOL LOT. 

Councilman Briston presented an order 
authorizing the city treasurer to expend 
$7825 for the purchase of the Ciatliu laud 
adjoining the High school building, the 
money to ho raised by a note at 4 per 
cent payable in 10 years, and establishing 
a sinking fund. 

Counotlmau Degen said the order was 
a surprise to him. The order was practi 
cally the same as that defeated last year 
and be had the same objections to its 
passage as thou, The order was previ- 
ously killed bccauso the question of ex- 
tending the High school service to the 
south side of the city was then being 
looked into, and it was decided if any 
considerable sum was to be expended it 
should be for a High school on the south 
side. The purchase of this land was 
thought by many to be only an opening 
wedge for enlarging the present school 
building, which is now too small. The 
rapid developemeut of the south side 
will necessitate a High school in that 
section very soon. 

Councilman Greeu did not believe the 
purchase of this land necessarily brought 
with it a plan to eularge the school build- 
ing. Trees upon this laud, which runs 
very close to tho school house, interfere 
seriously with tho light of some rooms 
and with the land iu the real estate mar- 
ket houses built here would be a serious 
obstruction. The purchase of this strip 
would remove any possible chance of 
interference from trees or buildings. 

If other schools were uecessary he be- 
lieved they would be built, but he did 
not believe in opposing a benefit to the 
present school buildings. 

Councilman Hatch did not think an en- 
largement of the High school came into 
the question at all. 

The laud is available for purchase at a 
very reasonable figure and the laud will 
soon be sold iu lots if not taken by the 
city. The city is spending money for 
boulevards and parks and there is no 
reason why they should not secure 
proper land for school houses. 

Councilman Briston believed in look- 
ing at this matter with an eye to the 
future. The land is needed for the High 
sohool building aud it must be takeu 
wheu available. He did not see bow any 
fair minded man could call this an inex- 
pedient matter. 

Councilman Boss wanted a school ou 
the south side, butalso believed this laud 
was needed for the present High school. 
His judgment was that any addition to 
the house would be made ou the north 
side making the fear entirely imagmery. 

Councilman Staples was not aware this 
matter had beeu before any committee 
and would like to hear the report of that 
committee. 

Councilman Briston said the order 
presented was the result of the com- 
mittee’s consideration of this question. 

The question was then called and the 
vote resulted as follows; Yea— Hatch, 
Green, Boss. Howes, Briston, Tolmau, 
Weed. Nay— Degen, Jordan, Kuapp, 
Parker, Staples. 

Before tho vote was announced Messrs. 
Hatch and Green changed their votes 
from yea to nay. the order sull'ering de- 
feat. 

Couucilman Hatch then moved a re- 
consideration of the order but his motion 
failed "t passage. 

Councilman Staples presented an order 
authorizing tho water board to lay water 
pipes as follows at an expense <»r $2, 070; 
224 feet 15 inch pipe in Bourne street 2iH> 
feet 0 inch pipe in Gardiner street; (550 
feet (5 inch pipe in Institution avenue, 
810 feet 0 inch pipe off Homer street, 220 
feet 15 inch pipe in Ohio stroet. The 
order passed. 

The council then adjourned. 


The High School Hours. 

In the last number of the Newton High 
School Beview there is an editorial ou 
the lengthening of tho sessions, which 
presents very fairly sotuo of the most 
important objections to the chauge, and 
the article is well woith readiug. It 
reads us follows: 

The superintendent, in his annual re- 
port to (lie .School Committee, rocom- 
meudod the plan of lengthening the 
High school session to 1.38. There is 
alreudy plenty of evidence that should 
this measure be carried luto effect it 
would raise a storm of opposition, not 
only under the school roof, but also 
among the parents generally. 

As it is now ui my of the pupils are 
u uablc to dine till m the vicinity of hall- 
past two, and as these same scholars j 
have to t ike their breakfasts at seven , 
o'clock, in order to be at school at half- 
past eight, it leaves the rather long in- j 
terval of over seveu hours between 
br‘*.ikfast and diuuei, an iutorval that 
could not bo lengthened without seiious- 
Jy injuring the digestion and undermin- 
ing me health of the pupils. 

Some might suggest that we carry our 
lunch to school <n purchase one at the 
School Cafe. Now all physiologists are 
acquainted with tho fact that it is im- 
possible to do good brain work soon 
after eating, for tho reason that all the 
blood is ueeded io assist in tho process 
of digestion. Thus a few hastily 
snatched mouthfuls of sandwich and 
coffee taken during the shoit period of 
recess would tend either to damage the 
health or the lessons of those who in- 
dulged iu the lunches. 

The proposed change would cause 
great inconvenience to those who are ac 
custorned to dopuud ou the traius for 
Irauspot taliou to aud from school. As 
the session now stands, the Boston A 
Albany railroad accommodates the pupils 
very well, which would not he the case 
should a later dismissal be decided upou. 
According to the present schedule the 
Newton pupils would he obliged to wait 
forty minutes for the next train, which 


would he a decided annoyance, occurring 
as it would every school day in tho year. 

Now the work done at school is but a 
fraction of the work expected from tho 
scholars in the classical course. Ono of 
the Latin teachers says that site expects 
two hours of home study in Latin alono. 
If all the teachers expected as much in 
their particular branches, and a scholar 
had five recitations, as many have, it 
would mean that ten hours of study was 
expected out of school hours. Now we 
want to siy that this miracle of ten 
hours' home study is not put to daily 
use, w simply want to inquire Into 
schoolmaster doctrines relating to tho 
proposed change. If a scholar did not 
got home till tlneo o’clock, when would 
he find timo to do ten or even flvo hours’ 
study? A general cannot look upon all 
sides of his army at once, but as a school 
we beg that sonic notice may be taken of 
our physical need of daily exercise and 
1 recreation as sharers in the allottment of 
time. 

Many object to the present length of 
school' session on the ground that live 
hours’ continuous and iutetiso brain 
work are moro than the average student 
is able to undergo daily with profit to 
himself. It is a tact that during the last 
hour of school the teachers find it very 
difficult to sustain a proper interest in 
tho recitations, and an addition of twenty- 
five minutes would be very exhausting. 

The extra half-hour signifies nothing 
unless given to improvement, and we 
think that the time thus nppiopriated 
would be worse than wasted. 

The measure is also to be condemned 
as an enemy of home life, dismissing as 
it does all hope of the cherished family 
dinner together at noon, and as altering 
very inconveniently the arrangements of 
the culinary department, a thing not 
wholly to be despised now that tho cook 
commauds the situation. 

We hope that the school board will 
give the matter a careful consideration 
before taking a step which would be 
prejudicial to tho health of the school. 
The scholars are suffering a sort of in- 
digestible anxiety until the matter is 
settled. 


Raise the Grade. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

This discussion about the changing 
of the grade of the Boston *$: Al- 
bany railroad has assumed such a 
ridiculous shape, wheu it conies to the 
point of looks of the overhead, or the 
making of a boulevard, aud changing the 
location, that it is high timo our people 
acted before any more lives are lost or 
endaugered. 

It is well known to overy citizen of 
this city, that the only way to abolish 
grade crossings in the Newtons is to 
raise the grade, aud any man who op- 
poses this measure, does it from some 
personal aud selfish motive, and at once 
forgets tho real issue viz: To abolish 
the crossings to prevent loss of life. 
These narrow miuded men seem to think 
the whole idea is to better somebody’s 
property or bring land iuto the market, 
and still we claim these men as good 
citizens, who will staud by and oppose a 
measure to protect human life, because 
this same measure reduces the value of 
their property, orbeeause the greeu eyed 
monster jealousy sees that it is to im- 
prove the property of their neighbor. 

The writer has been the eye witness to 
what might have beeu tho most terrible 
accident in the history of the Boston & 
Albany railroad. This was at the New- 
touville crossing. A heavily laden out-of- 
town team drove through the squire iu 
the blinding snow storm last Friday 
night, and after crossing one track, the 
driver turned the horses directly down 
the tracks mistaking them for Bowers 
street. 

The team became stuck, the horses 
ft 11 down, and it was only by a miracle 
that the crowd gathered, succeeded in 
pushing the team from the express track, 
when a New York express came thuuder- 
ing by. 

One momeut earlier and a terrible 
wreck would have occurred, and yet our 
citizens shut their eyes at these things 
;ttn! meekly say : “Oh! it will never do 
to mar the be«uty of our city with an 
overhead railroad.’’ They also say it 
will divide the city, well, how about tho 
fences that are now in use? 

Let those who oppose this measure go 
to the city of Springfield. Mass, aud 
examine the crossing of Main stieet. 
Then let them come home aud make up 
their minds to have the same thiug 
through the Newtons. Citizens of New- 
ton if you are over so uufortuuate as to 
have one near aud dear to you, brought 
home tnauagled aud bleeding, killed or 
frightfully injured by a eru»:l locomotive 
you may ibeti wish you had never found 
fault with those good souled people who 
were trying to prevent it by raising the 
grade.

A. SPECIAL SESSION CONSIDER TIIK PETI- 
TIONS FltOM PARENTS AOAINST LONGER 
SESSIONS AT TIIK IIIOII SCHOOL. 

A special mooting of the h jliool board 
was oabod by the Mayor Wednesday eve- 
ning to consider the petitions remon- 
strating against increasing the lengtli of 
tho daily session at the High school. 

Mayor Fenno presided and Messrs. 
Hollis, Ilombrooke and Hale were ab- 
sent. 

Citizens interested in the subject 
in at tor wore present. 

Tho mayor explained the reason for 
calling the meeting and said ho had re- 
ceived several petitions from the differ- 
ent sections of the city containing in all 
over 400 names. Ho was informed that 
so far as possible these signatures wore 
those of patrons of the High school. The 
petitions protested against lengthened 
sessions at tbo High school. 

400 NAME8. 

Mr. Ward wanted to hear tbo signa- 
tures road and Mr. Smith made a motion 
to that effect, which was not acted upon 
but the mayor acceded to the request, 
and twenty miuutoB was cousumed in 
wading through the long list. 

A FAVORING PETITION. 

Mr. Ober submitted a petition from 
residents of Auburndale and vicinity de- 
claring their confidence in tbo superin- 
tendent aud school board, and favoring 
a fair trial of some system which should 
allow pupils more time for study. This 
contained such signatures as E. 13. Hask- 
ell, Prof. C. C. Bragdon, Rev. E. E. 
Strong, Prof. T. B. Lindsey, H.R. Turner, 
G. L. Chandler, Frederick Johnsou, E.L. 
Pickard, Geo. E. Johnson, C. S. Roberts 
and others. 

A REMONSTRANT. 

Tho mayor gave permission for a free 
discussion of the questiou for which the 
mcctiug was called, by any present. 

Mr. Walters. Mayo of Auburudale.one 
of the petitioners, had understood the 
petitioners were to be heard at this 
meeting. Hu had heard it hiuted that 
parents had been influenced to sign the 
petitions by their children. This he 
thought was not true. In his own case 
lie was influenced by nothing but bis re- 

g ard for the health of his children, which 
e believed would suffer from longer 
hours. Girls especially of a nervous 
temperament were now confined to the 
school room long enough to seriously 
impair their appetite and health. His 
boy was instructed by him to find out 
the reason for the proposed chnnge but 
was uuable to get an answer. 

NOT COMPREHENSIVE. 

Mr. Drew believed a full statement of 
the reasons for the change from the 
chairman of the High school committee, 
the superinteuduut or the principal 
would best serve tho interests of those 
already uutauriliar with them. 

Tho mayor called upon the chairman 
pro tern of the High school committee, 
Mr. Bond, but he desired to hear from 
others before presentiug the reasons of 
the committee for their action. 

Mr. E. J. Goodwin, principal of tbo 
High school, was then called upon by 
Mr. Smith and made a comprehensive 
explanation of the requirements of the 
school and the reasons lor, and benefits 
accruing Lo each pupil from the pro- 
posed change. 

MR. GOODWIN REMARKS. 

A low months after the present in- 
cumbent assumed the duties of bis > fiicc 
as superintendent of i-chools iu this city, 
he requested mo to unite with him iu an 
attempt tw devise ways and means by 
which the Newton High school might 
reach tho highest degree ot excellence 
attainable. 

In accordance with this suggestion we 
have been making, timing the current 
school year, a comparative and somewhat 
exhaustive study ot the curricula of the 
best secondary schools iu New England, 
tho amount and quality ot the work ac- 
complished under these curricula, and 
the conditions of organization that seem 
to be essential for a successful and 
effective school. One of the conclusions 
that we have reached iu this triple inves- 
tigation is under discu.-siou at this tine. 

To state it firiefly, tho conditions under 
which the Ncwtou lligti school is orguu- 
izod today seem to us to bo defective and 
susceptible of some improvement. 

To be sptoific, an ideal organization 
must nave two characteristics iu wbicli 
the element of time is involved. The 
length of tho recitation should be com- 
mensurate with the work to be accom- 

E fished, and there should ue time enough 
etweeu recitations so tliut pupils may 
not suffer in body by too long contiuc- 
mout iu their seals, and bo weakened iu 
mind by a coucouuatiou of attention that 
is too much protracted. 

In otuer words, if ilie recitation period 
is too short tho instruction of the class is 
insufficient; if the bieak between recita- 
tions or study hours is too short, the 
nervous tension is increased and the 
pupils sutler iu rniud and body. That 
oue or the other of these conditions 
obtains iu the school every day will be 
apparent, i believe, to any who gives the 
questiou a carotid study. On Mouduy 
aud Wednesday the instruction suffers; 
on Tuesday, Thursday aud Friday the 
pupils suiter. Let me explain. On Mon- 
day and Wednesday the school day is 
divided into six recitation periods, 
nominally forty minutes in length. In 
reality these hours of recitation do not 
average more than thirty-seven or llii.ty- 
eiglil minutes. This time is clearly too 
brief for that excellence of instruction 
Lhut tho puiious of tho school are wont 
to expect aud domuud. The tedium of 
confinement of these days is relieved by 
the exercises iu military drill aud calis- 
thenics, but the progress made iu the 
subjects of study on Mouduy aud Wed- 
nesday is unmistakubly much less than 
that obtained on other days. 

It is believed therefore that tho hurry 
aud consequent worry incident to the 
short periods of recitation on Mouday 
aud Wtduesduy should helesseued some- 
what by leugtbuuiug some of the rcoita- 
tious ou tliese days. Incidentally of 
course this would also improve the 
character of the instruction. 

Ou Tuesday, Thursduy aud Friday tbo 
school day is divided into five recitation 
periods. The first three of these are 
nomiually fifty minutes. Iu reality they 
are not more tbau forty-eight aud forty- 
throe miuutos respectively. Under this 

{ dan, excepting about four miuutes that 
utervene between the first aud second 
aud tho second uud third recitations, the 
pupils are Kept constantly upon the rack 
for 150 miuutes, two hours and u half. 
Such a demand us this upon the uorvous 
energy of a growiug boy or girl seems to 
us unreasonable and indefensible. And 
yet, it is difficult to see how these peiiods 
of recitation oau be shortened without 
seriously impairing the quality aud 


quantity of the wmk now done in all the 
departments of tho school, Tho longer 
hours of Tuesday, Thursday and Friday 
are our chief relianc-. Without them wo 
cannot expect to moot, successfully tho 
demands of the community and t he 
colleges. Those demands become more 
exacting evory year; and, as a conse 
quenoe, the secondary schools of New 
England are constantly making efToris 
along the line of improvement. Classes 
in Latin, Grook, French and German, 
must not only be carefully instructed in 
respect to tho structuie of tliese lang- 
uages, but they must lie trained to 
translate at sight without the help of 
gramni n or dictionary; and this requires 
morn time. So too, in mathematics. 
Pupils who hope to pass tho examina- 
tions in algebra and geotnotry, must not 
only master tho principles of those sub- 
jects, but must develop by incessant 
practice tho power to apply thoso princi- 
ples, at sight, swiftly aim accurately to 
problems and theorems that they have 
never seen. And this work at sight 
must be done in the class room, in cbo 
recitation period and undor tho eye of 
tho teacher. Tbo ultimate aim or tho 
modern secondary school is to develop iu 
tiie pupil the power to use tho know- 
lodge which bo lias gained through study 
and iiiRtructiou. And it takes more time 
to train a boy than to instruct him. It 
should not be forgotten in this connec- 
tion that the patrons of tbo Newton High 
school insist that we shall preparo their 
children in a creditable manner for ad- 
mission to the best colleges in tbo 
country in four years, a task that re- 
quires fivo or six years In such distin- 
guished schools ns the Boston Latin 
school, the Roxbury Latin school and the 
Cambridge Latin school. And yot, in 
theso schools tbo daily session is five 
hours long. Tho pressure for more time 
is not less urgent iu the general course. 
During the last five years we have added 
to our equipment three laboratories, and 
our work in physics, clietnistry, min- 
eralogy and botany is now based upon 
experimental work done by the pupils 
in the laboratory. This too places 
special stress upon the element of train- 
ing in education, and requires more time 
than the old-fashioned memoriters recita- 
tions from the text-book. In viow of 
theso facts it seems impracticable to 
shorten the hours of work on Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday. On tho other 
hand, it must be freely admitted that the 
tax upon the physical energies of tho 
pupils aud teachers is too protracted and 
too severe. We cannot afford to shorten 
the periods of recitation, but we may 
remove the pressure and spare tho boys 
and girls somewhat, if tho lougth of the 
session can be extended. 

A few minutes of relief from work and 
restraint between the recitations would 
tend to relievo tbo sensitive nerves and 
aching muscles. 

This brings me to the discussion of 
recesses and lunches. 

The present recess is twenty minutes 
long. It is proposed to lengthen it. 

I am not disposed to dogmatize about 
this question nor to arrogate to myself 
any superior knowledge that may not 
be possessed by other intelligent obser- 
vers; but I have studied this matter with 
some care in this and other schools, bath 
by experiments upon myself aud by 
observation in respect to others. My 
conclusion is that no adult, much less a 
growing boy or girl, should go without 
eatiug from breakfast time until two 
o’clock in tbo afternoon. This seems to 
me to bo a self-evident truth. If this be 
admitted, then evory High' school pupil 
should provide himself with a lunch to 
be eaten at recess. It is my belief too 
that the lunch should bo a substantial 
one. Furthermore, it should be eaten 
with deliberation aud under pleasant 
conditions, and time should be allowed 
for digestion, at least to begin, before tbo 
serious work of the class room is re- 
sumed. A lengthened recess might be 
made more healthful uud enjoyable by 
giving the girls the range of tbo gym- 
n tsium where light sports might be en- 
couraged and lunches served, if the 
demand should warrant it. This would 
afford a change of air and scene and 
furnish opportunities for a more perfect 
ventilation of the school rooms during 
the recess. 

To conclude, a careful consi deration of 
this problem lias led the superintendent 
and myself to concur in the belief that 
a lengthened session would teiid to 
lighten tiie bunions that now rust upon 
our boys aud girls. It it is not clear that 
they would he likely to come to the end 
of the session aud to the end of tiie year 
iu a better condition of mind and body, 
then this proposition should lie defeated. 

Speaking for tho teaohois 1 wish to say 
ouo tiling more. We solicit tho sympa- 
thetic co-operatiou of all the friends and 
patrons of the school. Without it an ex- 
cellent school is impossible. The toucher 
is engaged in a most subtle, most diffi- 
cult, and most important work, aud he 
may well abandon it in despuir, if lie can- 
not have, in the main, tiie cordial sup- 
port of tiie people whom lie would serve. 

QUERIES. 

Mayor Fenno— I understand this transi- 
tion is due to tiie demands made upon sec- 
ondary schools by tiie colleges? 

Mr. Goodwin— Yes, sir. 

Mayor Fenno— How many of last year's 
graduating class entered college? 

Mr. Goodwin -About one-half of those 
taking tiie classical course. Do not recall 
the number, should say perhaps 15 or 18. 

Mayor Fenno— The interests of tiie GOO 
or more scholars in the High school, then, 
are made subordinate to the demands of 15 
or 18 pupils who enter college? 

Mr. Goodwin did hot think such a con- 
ception of tiie case true. It is true tiie 
colleges have most to do with determining 
the courses pursued in secondary schools, 
and when a pupil is taking the college 
preparatory course whether lie is going to 
college or not, lie is taking tiie best course 
tliut cun he pursued. Much of the actuul 
college work is now bciug introduced iu 
tiie secondary schools. 

Mr. Mason thought tiiose graduating 
from tiie classical course and not those 
actually going to college should he the 
staudaid to go by. The pressure for time 
was not as greut iu the classical course uud 
defects can he ufterward remedied to some 
extent in the college course. It is those 
taking tiie otuer course who need this extra 
time. 

Mr. Brackett believed the trouble lay in 
the fact that the recitution hours were too 
short uud tiie classes too large for the 
teachers. 

In resuonse to a request from Mr. Drew, 
his views were asked of 

SUPERINTENDENT ALDRICH. 

Tiie High school was very large, having 
over 600 pupils uud lie believed the funda- 
mental question was what is tiie amount 
of time absolutely necessary for the suc- 
cessful conduct of such a school? 

To ascertain the custom prevailing iu 
various elties of the United States us to 
tho length of the dully session of their 
Utgli schools, he Itud sunt written euquirys 
to a number, receiving replies from At 
cities, divided us follows:

He submitted negative replies from Uoo. 
L. Baxter of Somerville, R. (1. Hewitts of 
New Bedford, 1). vV. Hoyt of Providence, 
Wm F. Bradbury of Cambridge Latin 
school, Joseph Burrlll, John Tetlow of 
Girl’s High tchnnl, Boston. W. C. Culler of 
Roxbury Latin school, Frank A. Hill of 
English High school, Cambridge, an . Wm. 
'iHlIagher of Wi II i-ton Seminary. The 
suggestions heard, that this matter had 
been hurried or precipitate he wished to 
refute by .-.tiling that this recommendation 
was made Oct. 2<S. ’02. in Ills report and re 
ferret! to the High solved committee. Tills 
committee considered the matter Nov. 0, 
and It came before the new committee .Ian. 
lo, '93, hut action was not taken until Mar. 
23. The increase of about 20 minutes eacli 
day asked for would make a difference of 
12 days in tiie school year, which was a 
very appreciable addition. 

Mr. Ober thought the principle objec- 
tions were on account of the late closing 
hour and suggested if the Increase was 
made in the morning there would lie very 
little objection. 

THE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Ward wished to hear from the High 
school committee. He had heard it stated 
that tho elmirman pro tern had said the 
parents had nothing to do with this 
matter. 

Mr. Bond in reply said this was a mis- 
conception of the matter. He believed a 
committee were chosen to deliberate and 
decide certain questions and they were the 
deciding power rather, than self consti- 
tuted persons. Tiie standpoint of the com- 
mittee was the same ns that of the superin- 
tendent and principal. 

Mr. Smith had understood that Mr. 
Hollis did not concur with the rest of the 
committee, favoring this change? 

Mr. Bond said lie understood he did 
when lie last saw him several days since. 

Mr. Horace Dutton of Auburndale 
thanked Mr. Goodwin for his explanation 
of the matter and wished it could bo print- 
ed and placed in tiie hands of every pe- 
titioner. He believed the educational 
standpoint was not the only oue from 
which to view this matter. The physical 
needs of the pupil in proper food at the 
proper time and proper exercise, should be 
considered. The dinner hour of tiie pupil 
living the average distance from school 
would be nearly 3 o’clock with this pro- 
posed chnnge, bringing the meal very 
close to supper time with insufficient time 
for exercise. If school could commence a 
half-hour earlier he believed less opposi- 
tion would he met with. 

Mr. Hoyden said the physical as well as 
educational side of the question was being 
considered in the proposed change. 

MIL IIORNBKOOKE’S ATTITUDE. 

The mayor read a letter from Rev. Mr. 
Hornbrooke who was out of the city, op- 
posing the rule against which so many 
citizens were evidently opposed and ex- 
pressing himself as in favor of its being 
rescinded. 

Mr. Smith thought there was a general 
misconception of the benefit to the pupil 
to be derived from tho change. 

Mr. Drew believed in referring tiie mat- 
ter hack to tiie High school committee for 
conference with the superintendent and 
principal, arranging so as to begin school 
earlier in the morning and putting a 10 
minute increase at tiie closing of school. 

Mr. “Mayo said Auburndale scholars 
could just catch tiie 1.23 train home now 
this 10 minute increase would necessitate 
and their waiting another half-hour. 

WITHDRAW. 

At tills point Mr. Boyden arose and 
made a motion that tiie petitioners he given 
leave to withdraw, hut the motion was of 
course not supported, tiie result of such an 
unwi-e action beiug at once apparent to 
those present. 

NEWTON CENTRE AROUSED. 

Mr. Ward said the residents of his ward 
were very much opposed to this change. 
Quite a number of his constituents were 
college graduates, and were now connected 
with educational work. Ue felt that a vote 
to increase tiie session on tho last end 
would be very bitterly opposed, and Mr. 
Goodwin's wish for tiie co-operation of tiie 
parents would he defeated. The feeling 
was very strong in regard to this matter 
and he thought the wlsties of the parents 
should he respected, and believed the 
pnrents had something to say in this 
matter. 

Mr. Boyden said he did not make his 
motion to contest tiie wishes of parents. 
He believed the High school committee 
should lie supported in their decision by 
the school hoard. Ho wished to he dis- 
tinctly understood in believing the school 
hoard should support the committee as 
they favor this change. 

COURTESY. 

Tli mayor thought the hoard should not 
lose sight of the fact that only two peti- 
tioners had appeared before them, and lie 
thought opportunity should lie given them 
torinderstand this matter before taking 
definite action. 

REFERRED TO COMMITTEE. 

After a ten minute recess an order was 
pri seated referring the whole matter to 
the High school committee, and requesting 
them to report at tin* next meeting. 

Mr. Bond wished to let the petitioners 
have a hearing. 

Mr. Boyden sail that could be arranged 
by the High school committee. 

TO HE PRINTED. 

An unimportant discussion then took 
place upon tin* advisability of embodying 
the records of tin* meeting, and the ad- 
dresses of tho superintendent and principal 
in printed form, a copy to he sent to 
parents and petitioners, an order to this 
effect being passed, 

The board then adjourned.

Watertown street, 
from Galen street to West Nowton, is one 
of the linost streets in the city for driv- 
ing, but it needs a good deal of improve- 
ment, and the street railway soon to be 
built upon it will probably interfere 
with the pleasute driving, but a good 
deal can be done to beautify it, and its 
place for pleasure driving will probably 
be taken by California street, which is in 
excellent condition as far as Bridgo 
street, but in a dreadful state between 
that point and Crafts stroet. The socioty 
wili find any amount of work waiting 
for it, and judging from the character of 
the men who have taken hold ot affairs, 
the work of improving the section will 
be vigorously pushed forward.

THE WAY TO SUCCEED. 


The prosperity of n city, like that of a 
private business man, is only maintained 
by constant efforts and by keepiug 
abreast of the times. No matter what 
the natural advantages may be, a city 
will fiud itself outstripped by its neigh- 
bors if it does not furnish those improve- 
ments which tho people in these days 
demand. 

Brookline furnishes a striking illustra- 
tion of this. One of the fads of the day, 
to call it by no higher uame, is for 
broad aud handsomely laid out avenues, 
and Brookline took advantage of this in 
laying out the Beacon street Boulevard, 
and found as a result that plenty of 
people were willing to pay for the ad- 
vantage of living on such an avenue. 
The town authorities are not couteut 
with this, however, but have just com- 
pleted plans for the wideuing of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue to some 180 feet, aud 
have decided to expeud $114,500 upon 
the work. This is a good deal of tnouey 
but no one in Brookliue questions tbat 
it will prove a profitable undertaking for 
the town. 

Newton is fully as attractive as Brook- 
line, as far as its natural advantages are 
concerned, and it enjoys just as good a 
system of water works, aud sewerage, 
its affairs are just as economically man- 
aged, but it has fallen behind its neigh- 
bor because while Brookliue is all tho 
while making improvements that will 
attract desirable residents, Newton has 
hitherto gone along in the old fashioned 
way, without any systematic plan of im- 
provements, allowing little side streets 
to be opened here aud there, according 
to the faucy of real estate owuera, and 
the growth of the city has beeu really 
greater than could have reasonably beeu 
expected under the circumstances. 

At present, how’ever, there are indica- 
tions that the people of the city are wak- 
ing up to the necessity of doing some- 
thing to enable us to compete with other 
suburbs of Boston. A boulevard com- 
mission is considering some wisely 
planned system of improvements for the 
whole city, and no one who knows the 
members of the commission doubts that 
there recommendations will be wise aud 
judicious. In the line of these improve- 
ments is the Newton Boulevard, which 
will not cost the city anything like what 
the widening of Chestuut Hill avenue . 
will cost B:ookliue, hut which will open i 
up a large area of desirable laud for | 
building purposes. To start upon such 
an improvement would show that New- 
ton is awuke to the situation. Then, 
there is the widening of Washington 
street which ought to he carried through 
from the Boston line to Lower Kalis, hut 
this is in the nature of a necessity in- 
stead of a luxury, aud will probably be 
one of the first tbiugs recommended by 
the commission. 

Since the above was in type a Brook- 
line town meeting has voted down the 
proposition to widen Chestnut Hill 
avenue, but good judges say that this is 
only a temporary setback to the scheme i 
and that it will eventually be carried j 
through. A town meetiug is ofteu com- ; 
posed mainly of the opponents of any : 
movement under discussion, while those 
in favor of it do uot see the importance , 
of attending until afterwards. 


NORTH SIDE IMPROVEMENTS. 

The North Side Improvement Society 
has a greater deni for its labor than any 
other similar society iu the city, aud m j 
uo other section could a live society do ; 
so much to improve the .ippeaiauce of j 
things. The north aide has so far re- ■ 
ceived very little attention from improve- 
uieut societies, which is one reason per- 
haps that it Las not kept up the popular- j 
ity that it enjoyed iu the early days oi j 
the city, when it was the principal resi- { 
deuce section. It hasauutnber of paiks, 
which are uot excelled in beauty by those 
of any other section, its tieus have 
reached maturity aud a little effort could 
make the streets very attractive. The j 
Cheesecake brook improvement wili bo u , 
great thing for the north side, when 
completed, us it will furnish a sate aud 
beautiful drive, aud Aubutudale has al- 
ready secured extensive parks, iu New- 
tonville *o many handsome residences 
have beeu built on the north side, that the 
future of that section sccuis assured. Iu 
West Newton and Newtou very little has 
been doue to improve the surrouudiugs, 
although Waltham street iu West New- 
on is the most beautiful avenue iu the 
the city, from its goueiou* width, the 


The public officials to go against any 
strong public 'sentiment, is like a man 
trying to overthiow a stone wall by 
bucking his head against it. He will bo 
certain to damage bis bead if be keeps 
on long enough, but ho will uot make 
much impression upon the wall. 

This is something that the school 
officials of Newton ought to bear in 
mind. The wise policy is in all questions 
where uo principle is involved is uot to 
needlessly come iuto opposition with 
the people, aud this is wise for all of- 
ficials, from the Krcsideut of the United 
States to the members of a school board 
to follow. 

The question of the lengthening of 
the sessions was broached last year, and 
one of the members of the High School 
committee at tbat time, suggested tbat 
a circular be sent to every parent to see 
what the sentiment was. That policy 
was not followed and the matter was 
then dropped. Had such a policy been 
followed, all friction would have beeu 
avoided, there would have been no 
trouble, aud peace aud harmony would 
have prevailed. 

No chauge of any kind can be carried 
through in opposition to the will of the 
people. Even the Czar of Russia, 
autocrat ;hat he is, cau not adopt a 
policy that is against tho wishes of his 
subjects, aud morever he would not 
make the attempt. 

It is better to look at the question 
sensibly aud calmly, aud if you fiud that 
you can not do all you waut to do, do the 
best you cau aud not try to acheeve im- 
possibilities, or to try to make people 
submit to a chauge when the results of 
persisting iu such a course would be 
disastrous to yourself. Discretion is 
always the better part of valor, and in 
this country it is always the people who 
rule in the end. 


The order for buying an addition to 
the High school lot from the Clalliu land 
was killed iu the common council, Mon. 
day evening, Councilman Degen opposing 
for the reasou tbatjke thought so much 
money expended for the present High 
school would interfere with the project 
of having another High school on the 
south side of the city. The votes against 
it were two from Ward Six, two from 
Ward Four and one from Waid Three, so 
that the sectional issue did uot appear to 
have a great deal of influence. With 
the introduction of electric cars less has 
been heard of the project of having an. 
other High school, as the cars bring tbe 
school nearer to the south side than a 
location iu that section away from the 
cars would be. The same order for ad- 
ditional laud was defeated last year and 
in former years. It would be a good 
thiug to have the land, so as to get rid of 
the trees which now shade the buildiug, 
keepiug out light aud air, aud only those 
who have sat through a long session of 
the school board, ou a warm evening, 
wlieu the meetings were held in the High 
school buildiug, can appreciate how the 
scholars must suffer from this cause. 
The land will probably be bought by the 
city at some time in the future, if not 
this year, aud the only occasion for haste 
is that the Clalliu laud is now iu the 
market. 


Mayor Matthews of Boston is mak- 
ing a stroug fight against tbe Addicks’ 
gas trust, and it takes a good deal of 
courage to engage in such a fight as this, 
iu which uo partisan glory is to be won. 
He seems to have made au excellent 
selection iu choosing George Fred Wil- 
li -tins to opeu the case before the legisla- 
tive committee, as Mr. Williams has a 
habit of speaking very plainly ou any 
question iu which he is interested, aud 
goes ahead without fear or favor. His 
historical summary of tho way iu which 
the gas trust has obtaiued control of 
affair* in Bostou was most interesting 
and instructive, and was a revelation to 
the ordinary citizen, who has no idea of 
the wuy speculators are operating iu 
these days, evading the laws of any slate 
which desires to check their operations, 
an-l watering their enterprises with such 
a liberal baud as to astonish the innocent 
reader, who thought that capital stock 
leally ineaut something. When these 
operations are fully completed Lben the 
couUdiug public is told tbat charges 
must be high in order to give any returns 
on the capiUl stock, as if that were a 
Complete aud satisfactory explanation of 
ex u'bitaut charges. Wheu local inter- 
ests fall iuto the bunds of outside corpor- 
ations the people have to pay for it.

driving. This has beeu a great ad- 
vantage in many ways, especially in 
advertising the boautios of Newton to 
thoso driving through, who have thus 
boeu induced to take up their residence 
horo. For this reason it is very im- 
portant that tho best streets should 
always bo kept safe and open for teams, 
which they would not be if they woro 
all cut up by stieet railway tracks. 

The ministers of Nowton niado a very 
interesting page of last Saturday's even- 
ing edition of the Bostou Herald, which 
always gives special attention to all Now- 
ton matters of interest to the public. 
Piotures were given of tlio first and tho 
last Eliot church buildings, and also of 
the new church of the Messiah. Sketches 
and photographs wero also given of Rev. 
Dr. Hovey, Rev. Dr. SUinti, Rev. F. B. 
Horn brooko, Rev. II. .1. Patrick, Rov. J. 
C. Jaynes, Rov. L. C. Barnes, Rev. A. B. 
Earle, Rev. Lawrenco J. O’Toole and 
Rov. Edwin U. Hughes, as representing 
the prominent churches of Nowton, and 
tho sketches gave a short history of their 
work iu t his city. The cuts were in all 
hut one caso very good likenesses of tho 
clergymen. Tho papers will bo valuable 
for reference und there was a large do- 
mand for them at all the news stores in 
the city. 

The druggists of the city are having a 
good deal of quiet fun oyer some long 
personal letters from a certain city 
official, about a matter involving tho 
gteat sum of fifty cents. Tho papers 
have been offerred sovoral copies of the 
letters for publication, but havo declined, 
because they did not wish to take any 
unfair advantage of the writer, who is so 
anxious to save fifty cents for tho drug- 
gists that he speuds several dollars’ 
worth of tho city’s time in tho effort. 
Some people cauuot see why au official 
who has so much time to throw away 
needs an assistant. But in this they are 
wrong, as a public office ought to be a 
soft suap, else where would we get our 
patriots?; 

Mayob Fenno said iu an interview in 
the Boston Post, on the proposed bill for 
a police commission for all the cities of 
tbe State: 

“I am opposed to it. I fail to see any 
reason why a city should be compelled to 
support a salaried commission to take 
charge of a police force numbering, in 
some instances, not moie than a dozen 
men. I think the proposed chauge is 
entirely uncalled for.” 

This represents the general sentiment 
of the Newton people.

North Side Improvement Society. 

Tho adjourned mooting of the socioty 
was held on Wednesday evening, April 
12 th. A large and enthusiastic mooting 
was hold and tho oriraniz itinn of tho 
society was completed by the appoint- 
ment of an oxeenrivo committee of thirty- 
five woll known citizens, representing 
overy section of tho north side of our 
city from the Boston line on the east to 
the Charles Ftiver at Auburndale on tho 
west, and covering that territory on both 
sides of tho B. & A. railroad whore popu- 
lation depends upon tho main lino of tho 
railroad tor transportation. The execu- 
tive committee was divided into ton sub- 
committees to whom special duties wore 
assigned, covering overy needed work to 
make the society a success and a power 
for good in tho community. A full re- 
port giving tho constitution, officers, ex- 
ecutive committee, etc., and sotting forth 
tho objects of the society will appear 
noxt week. Tho membership now num- 
bers over one hundred and it is con- 
fidently expected that more tlmu one 
hundred nnmos will be enrolled when its 
full purpose is known to the residents of 
the north side of our city. Article two 
of tho constitution gives .is tho object of 
the society, '*Tbo improvement of tho 
north side of tho city of Newton,” and 
not the nor til sido of the B. A- A. rail- 
road as some havo supposed. Its work 
will not bo antagonistic to local societies, 
but rather blending the interests of all 
societies for tbe common good of all. 

Such a society cauuot fail to do good 
work in a growing city liko Newton, ami 
its organization at this time will materi- 
ally aid in carrying forward desirable 
improvements contemplated.

Tho succeeding lines, somewhat of a 
scmi-historical nature, were read by Mr. 
William Jciu'ks at the htuqnel of the 
Nonantum club last week. The sketch 
is produced fiom recollections of some of 
tho eaily settlers of Nonantum. Tho 
house ot Joseph Adams, corner of Neva- 
da and Watertown streets was standimi 
in 1740. Capt. Samuel Jencks in 1759, or 
1J14 years ajre, was one of those who 
scaled the well nigh impregnable heights 
of Quebec under the renowned Wolfe, 
and another early settler, remembered 
with those mentioned, was Silas Stearns, 
a Ticonderoga hero. 

Gentlemen 

Last night, or about 1.30 this 
morning, we started tor home from the 
Nonantum Club house. At tho corner of 
Ilridge street my friend left me and 1 
went ou alone. 

The clouds were scuddiug across tho 
sky before a north w ind, and the moon 
shod a grey light through them. 

Just as 1 reached the grounds of tho 
Silver Lake Mills. I saw a figure standing 
on the corner of Watertown and Nevada 
streets, looking across at the opposite 
coiner, and apparently bewildered. 

He was a curious looking object, 
dressed in a blue frock, such as fanners 
used to wear, but somewhat shorter; a 
leather belt round bis waist, nud an other 
over his shoulder aud crossing his breast, 
to which was slung a large powder horu;

“That is Silver Lake.” 

“Sbo! I want to know, wall, last I seen 
of it it was a peat niedder, aud 1 cue peat 
right in the middle of where that water 
is. Where is Cook’s woods?” 

I pointed across the street, aud said 
they are goue, not a tree left except a 
few oaks just below here. 

“Golf aud Brattle! why, wlieu I was 
here last, 134 years ago, they warm 
nothing there except woods, and uo 
haouse on this rode exceptin Jue Adams 
1st and Silas Stearns clear above toward 
the Westard; Mister would you mind 
walkiu daouu the rode with me a little 
way, its a hundred ami thirty four year 
sence I was here last. In the old French 
war we listed under a man named S im 
Jenks frum Boston taowu and camp d 
a few days belore we started, ou the Joe 
Adams’ farm; I guess on this rode, 
(pointing to Nevada street) where it is 
laid out uaow.” 

“We was ordered out by Goveruer 
Pownall, to march to Canada to help 
Geueral Wolfe. 1 went up the heights of 
Abraham, but after we bed licked the 
Frenchmen, coruiu hack. I died aud was 
buried at Ticoudsroga, 130 years ago.” 

M> companion seemed sociable enough 
but I began to feel a little chilly, how- 
ever, just then we reached the new hose 
house.

Trmihle Caused by u Semicolon. 

, The substitution of a semicolon for a 
1 comma in an act which became a law in 
| 1 889 has caused a lot of trouble for the 
surface railroads and apparently makes 
necessary the passing of a healing act by 
1 t lie present legislature. The act, which 
| relates to railroad crossings, is as follows: 
| “No electric, cable or horse railroad 
shall hereafter be constructed across the 
tracks of a steam railroad at grade; nor 
shall any steam railroad cross any such 
I electric, cable or horse railroad at grade, 

I except upon application and approval ’by 
j the railroad commissioners." 

I The preceding was approved, semicolon 
j and all, June 11, 1889, and became a law. 

, The result is that while steam roads can 
cross surface lines at will with the per- 
mission of the railroad commissioners 
street and electric roads are barred from 
[ crossing steam roads with or without 
I*ermissiou.— Hartford Couraut. 

Tin- Carnation la un Old Flower. 

Pliny refers to the carnation us liuvitig 
been used in the days of Augustus Ciesar 
to give a spicy flavor to wine. While 
greatly loved and admired by the an- 
cients, its improvement was not much 
advanced until it found a home in Eng- 
land. The date of this event is not quite 
clear, but is believed to be ubout tho 
year i:i00. Chaucer wrote of its cultiva- 
tion in 13h0, from which date it lias been 
considered a florist’s flower. It was first 
called “carnation” by Henry Lyte in 
1578 and designated as a “pink” in 1000. 

1 Edmund Spenser culled it “coronation,” 
which found little favor. Shakespeare, 
in “Winter’s Tale," act 4, says, “Tlio 
fairest flowers o’ the seuson are our car- 
put ions.” He also alludes to it iu "Hen- 
ty V.’’— R. T. Lombard.

i LIGHT MINT'S HEAT. 

i THE DISCOVERIES NIKOLA TESLA IS 
GIVING THE WORLD. 



Electric Current* Tint Produce Variegated 

Stream* of Mynterlonn Light amt Fall to 
| Heat tlio V Ire* That Carry The** Won- 
I derful Cnrrr ntn. 

^ Almost from the time that the vibra- 
tory theory of light wns accepted scien- 
tific men lmv ' looked forward to the day 
when it would bo possible to produce 
light withou. heat. For it is an unfor- 
tunate fact that so far every effort to 
produce ligh has been accompanied by 
an enormous waste of energy due to the 
production c.; useless heat. The simplest 
way of producing light is by means of 
tho combustion of sotno compound of 
carbon. It G'ios not matter whether the 
carbon is sol’d, as in a candle, or a fluid, 
as in a lamp, or in a gas, as in ordinary 
illuminating mis. the process is the same. 

The union of the carbon of tho sub- 
» tan co with t he oxygen of tho air pro- 
duces the rapid vibration that the ev 
recognizes as light. Carbon, though tiie 
element usually employed, is not a neces- 
sary factor, for magnesium, potassium, 
iron — indeed almost any of the elements 
— will take its place. Neither is oxygen 
a necessary part in the production of 
light. Chlorine will produce an even 
uioro brilliant light with certain sub- 
stances. It is evident, therefore, that the 
rate of vibration and not the element 
employed is I he principal factor in pro- 
ducing light. 

Unfortunately all methods of produc- 
ing light by means of chemical combina- 
tions (such as the union of the carbon of 
the candle with the oxygen of the air) 
are accompanied by a very large pro- 
duction of heat waves, which in the ma- 
jority of cases are utterly useless, if not 
absolutely troublesome. The old simile 
of a musician desiring to produce a cer- 
tain high note being compelled to press 
down all the keys of his instrument is 
an apt one. The lower notes are not 
merely tiseless, but they are positively 
annoying. 

Singularly enough, the first solution of 
the problem that was attempted success- 
fully was by the aid of heat. A very 
small amount of light waves are required 
for recognition by the wonderfully de- 
veloped special sense which man pos- 
sesses. It is intensity, not quantity, that 
is wanted, to use a technical term. Con- 
sequently if a very small particle is heat- 
ed to incandescence tho light which it 
throws out hears a far greater ratio to 
the amount of heat required than it does 
if a large inass is similarly heated. 

This is one of the radical bnses of the 
utility of tho incandescent electric light. 
An extremely small filament is heated to 
incandescence through the resistance 
which it offers to the flow of an electric 
current. It generates heat, it is true, 
but the amount of heat thus produced i3 
directly proportional to the mass of the 
carbon, which is very small. The light 
produced, however, is amply sufficient 
for all ordinary purposes. 

This solution, however, is highly un- 
satisfactory to scientists, however useful 
it is to tlio public at large. Light apart 
from heat altogether was wanted. The 
firefly, the phosphorescent sea animal- 
cules and even tho exhausted tubes of 
Geissler furnished the hope, that there 
was yet some method of reaching the 
high note without pressing down the 
whole keyboard. 

Recently an extraordinary genius has 
appeared in this country who seem ; 
upon the verge of discovering, if not to 
have actually discovered, a method by 
which this might he done. Nikola Tesla, 
a man of independent fortune ami most 
brilliant mind, who was for a time con- 
nected with Edison, has dared to experi- 
ment with rapidly alternating electric 
currents. The result has surprised the 
wildest dreams of the theorizers. He 
lias succeeded in producing light of com- 
paratively high intensity without the 
production of heat and apparently di- 
rectly by the use of electricity. The 
halls of the Royal society of London and 
of the Franklin institute of Philadelphia 
have been illuminated by means of the 
light radiated from hare copper wires in 
the open air carrying these so called 
Tesla currents. 

The wires were not hot, but they radi- 
ated from their surface light and sent 
from one to another bands and stream- 
ers of the mysterious light which we see 
in tho aurora borealis. Tho effect must 
be seen to ho thoroughly appreciated, 
but when it is stated that the experi- 
menter without difficulty succeeded in 
radiating light not only from uu ex- 
hausted glass tube held in his hand, but 
also from his thumb, his uoso and other 
features, the enthusiasm which swept 
over his audiences in London and in 
Philadelphia may be appreciated. 

As yet no useful application has been 
found for these wonderful new develop- 
ments iu electrical science, hut they 
should be welcomed us a harbinger vJ 
further progress. — Baltimore Sun. 


A Singular I n vent Ion. 

A new thing in tho surgical world is u 
curious brass button designed by a sur- 
geon for the purpose of joining together 
two ends of an intestine that has been 
cut. The button consists of two jiarts 
Into which an end of tho intestine is fast- 
ened. When the two parts are pressed 
together between the thumb and fore- 
finger, they ure caught by a Hprifig and 
held in place. Then the intestine grows 
together, an opening remaining through 
the button ull the time. When it is 
completely enveloped by the new tissue, 
nature repairs the ravages of disease so 
thoroughly that the button becomes de- 
tached by the decomposition of tho tis- 
sue holding it. und it pusses off. — Cor. 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Where Pensions Should he cut. 

The people have no desire to cut off a 
worthy or deserving pensiouer, but they 
do object to tho paymeut of pensions to 
persons uot wounded or diseased iu the 
service who today are better off aud 
earning better salaries tliau the average 
man. 

In almost every state in the Union laws 
havo been enacted giving the veteran of 
the late war preference over all others in 
all appointments iu civil life. By these 
laws the veteran is enabled to shut out 
the civilian from competition for nearly 
all tho well-paying positions iu state, 
city and town, and yet, when all this is 
done, aud those special privileges are 
granted, a clamor is raised if an attempt 
ho made to deprive those men from 
drawing a pension under the dependent 
act of June 27, 1890. Let it he remem- 
bered that no couutry in the world pays 
pensions as they are paid here in the 
United States. In other lands they are 
paid either for wounds received in the 
lino of duty or for loug terms of service, 
and the amount of the pension paid 
when compared to ours is ridiculously 
small, so that when men aro pensioned 
under the act of 1890 it is on the grouud 
that they were incapacitated from earn- 
ing a living, aud when other laws enable 
them to earn a better living than hy their 
chosen vocation, it is hut just to the 
groat body of citizens that these pen- 
sions should cease, — [Congressman 
Joseph II.

The European manager em- 
ploys about half a dozen dressers who 
act as bod}’ servants of the leading actors 
in his company and a reregular employees 
of the house, like gas men, cleaners and 
scene shifters. The American actor, 
however, dresses himself or elso hires a 
man to assist him. When ho does hire a 
man. it is usually a fellow player who is 
“doing” small parts and is glad of the 
chance to increase his $10 wages by $5 
from tho leading or heavy man or first 
comedian. 

The dresser hns not only to assist in 
changing his master’s costume, a per- 
formance requiring great expedition, but 
makes repairs, folds and puts away tho 
clothing, packs and unpacks the trunks 
and sees that the dressing table is sup- 
plied with paints, wigs, combs and other 
needful articles. In tho European thea- 
ters the dresser seldom or never acts, 
though ho is often an actor who has been 
forced off from the stage by illness, 
lameness or loss of voice. He is gen- 
erally prompt, quiet, a little obsequious 
and hopeful of tips at the end of a run 
or of a season. — New York Sun.

SUBURBAN RAILROAD. 

The nows that the projectors of the 
Suburban railroad had suddenly sprung 
upon the legislature a bill for a freight 
railroad through the centre of the city, 
destroying most of the present and pro- 
posed parks, had been convoyed to the 
board by Representative Estabrook, who 
had succeeded in delaying its passage. 

City Engineer Noyes said that he had 
looked up the route, aud the road was to 
run from the Woonsockot division of the

trains from one to tho other. It began 
at Cook street, crossed Uoylston, and 
curved around Eliot, crossing tho Circwit 
Hue west of the station. Then it curved 
easterly, crossing uumerous streets, 
across Cold Spring Swamp, crossing 
Beacon and Walnut streets at their juuc- 
tiou with each other. Thou it ran east 
of Bulloughs pond, crossing Homer aud 
along tho line of the proposed Blake 
street; it followed the route of the land 
just taken fur park purposes, crossing 
the main line of the Boston ifc Albany at 
Bellevue street, across Washington street 
and the lauds of Messrs J. C. and J. S. 
Potter, along oue side of Walnut park, 
crossing Pearl street at Gardner and run- 
ning along one edge of Boyd’s pond, 
which was to be laid out as a park, and 
crossing Watertown street and California 
street near the Watertown line.

Aldorman RolTo’s amendment was not 
Rocondcd, aud ho said that at the time 
tho High school was removed from New- 
tou Contre, there was a tacit agreement, 
more biuding on honorable monthan any 
written ono, that tho pupils from that 
placo should ho conveyed free, but they 
never could got such conveyance, and 
they folt that they had not been treated 
fairly.

Malaria and the Charles River. 

(Boston Herald.) 

One of the most important features of 
the report of tho metropolitan park com- 
mission was its consideration of tho 
menace of malaria arisiug from preseut 
conditions in tho valley of tho Charles 
river, aud the stress laid upon tho neces- 
sity for remedial action at the earliest 
possible date. This is one of the gravest 
questions that has forced itself upon the 
commission, for it vitally concerns the 
lioalth of a very largo proportion of tho 
entire metropolitan community. 

Something over ten years ago the 
Herald instituted au inquiry into tho 
question of the sproad of the malaria in 
New England. At that time it did not 
appear to concern directly that part of 
the world immediately around us. It 
had been gradually creeping northward 
aloug the shores of Long Island sound 
aud up the river valloys, those of the 
ITousatonic aud the Connecticut being 
particularly nffected, making the case an 
especially serious ono for cities like 
Springfield, Holyoke and Northampton. 
Hereabouts, however, there was preva- 
lent a confidence that iu the country 
around Boston we would remain exempt 
from the malady; that in our gravelly 
soil, light and easily drained, there was a 
quality winch would protect us from an 
eyil which had never yet been inflicted 
upon us, and the danger from which 
seemed as remote as that of the yellow 
fever, for iustance. 

Tho state board of health, however, 
was alive to tho seriousness of the case, 
and its chairman, Dr. Walcott, predicted 
that which has now been realized. The 
Charles river has become a breeding 
place of malaria; the suffering from that 
disease has steadily increased each year 
iu the communities bordering the stream 
until it has become imperative that radi- 
cal remedies should be applied. The un- 
desirable advertising that has thus been 
given to places liko Newton, Watertown 
and Waltham has already caused great 
damage, aud, unless something effective 
is soon done, the impairment ot their 
natural desirability as places of resi- 
dence will produce unspeakable loss. It 
is agreed that tho course of concealment 
of tho state of things so customarily 
adopted would be futile, as it always 
proves to be; that tho wise course is to 
state the facts openly aud demand the 
energetic remedial action that otherwise 
might not be forthcoming. 

This is one of the aspects of the metro- 
politan park problem, whoioby it is de- 
manded that the metropolitan district 
should be dealt with as one great com 
muuity having in this respect a unity of 
interest, as it has been iu tho case of the 
sewerage question, and as is provided for 
in the hill now before tbe Legislature — 
one of the uicest pieces of legislation 
that has ever been proposed in this com- 
monwealth. Only by public ownership 
aud control of tbe banks of the Charles 
will it bo possible for this serious trouble 
to be properly treated. 

Unfortunately, one of tbe towns on the 
Charles has taken a partially obstructive 
attitude iu the matter. There are some- 
thing liko 2 1-2 miles of river front in 
that town. Otherwise there would be no 
occasion for including Weston in the 
metropolitan parks district, but, under 
the circumstances, it may be seen that 
its territorial situation makes it essential 
that this should he done. Several public 
spirited persons there resident have pro- 
posed to give to the common wealth for 
the purpose, in case a permanent metro- 
politan commission is established, tho 
greater portion of this river front, iu 
case Weston were uot included iu tho 
district this action would not be possible, 
and au important stretch of the river 
would remain a menace to tbe health of 
the entire community. 

It is provided that tbe apportionment 
of the charges called for under the bill 
shall be made to the various cities and 
towns concerned, iu a just aud equitable 
manner, by special • oinuiissioums ap- 
pointed by the supreme court, a body 
whose instruments have never given just 
cause for complaint. It is specifically 
mentioned iu the metropolitan park re- 
port tliat tbe proportion of a town liko 
Weston would be little or nothing under 
an apportionment according to beuefit. 
It is difficult to see bow, under the bill, 
it could be more than $200 at tbe very 
largest, whereas the town bus called for 
a limitation which would permit an ap- 
portionment as high as$1500! Such an 
amendment of the bill would therefore 
be more superfluous than tbe fifth wheel 
of a coach, for, whereas tbe highest 
annual charge for the entire metropolitan 
district under the bill could not be over 
$70,000, a limitation to a half mill ou the 
dollar of assessed valuation, as asked 
for, would permit un annual charge of 
uearly half a million dollars! 

Only by legislation such as has beeu 
devised can tbe ends aimed at be at- 
tained. Tbe various communities, iu 
their own local capacities, could not cope 
with tbe great sanitary aud other pro- 
blems iuvolved. By the very limitations 


of tho bill tho local Interests aro amply 
guarded. For tho groutor public to take 
in charge matters that vitally concern its 
wolfnro constitutes no interference with 
the rights of local self-government, hut 
if a local community were permitted hy 
a dog-in-the-manger Attitude to prevent 
its own citizens from making a puhlic- 
spirited disposition of tlielr own property 
and to keep its own territory in a con- 
dition threatening tho wclf.ue of tho en- 
tire community it would be a flagrant 
interfeioncc with tho rightR of general 
government.

What has boon called the “Carswell” 
boulevard has boon revived lately and 
the parties interested say that all the 
land needed will bo Riven to the city, 
with the possible exception of one estate. 
It is to begin at Chestnut Hill avenue in 
Brighton and extent to Walnut street, 
Newtonville, following tho lino of the 
valley. From the juuction of South and 


Lake streets in Brighton, the proposition 
is to open a new road, called Common- 
wealth avenuo on the above plan, run- 
ning north of Waban hill to Montrose 
street, to bo 135 foot wide, with park- 
ways in the centre. Thence it takes tho 
Hue of Cotton and Mill streets, to bo laid 
out 100 feet wide. It is of course pro- 
posed to have electric cars on tho boule- 


vard, connecting with the Oak Square 
line of the West End. Tho plan is to 
roughly build the boulevard at private 
expense, under direction of the City 
engineer of Newton, and havo the city 
macadamize the roads when it receives 
the releases of the land. 

It is said that a gentleman already has 
secured signatures of 85 per ceut of the 


land owners, agreeing to co-operate in 
the scheme and within the past few days 
interest in the plan has been revived, and 
some missionary work is being done. 

Tho route, the streets intersected, and 
other general information is given by 
the plan, and those interested are to pre- 
sent the scheme in full to the boulevard 
commission at an early date. 


The New Sunday School Advance. 

• (New York Examiner.) 

We havo never sympathized with the 
indiscriminate onslaughts made from 
timo to time on the International Sunday 
school Lessons. Those lessons marked a 
great advance in Suuday-school work. 
They won their way to general accept- 
ance against strenuous opposition, and 
they have held their place in spite of con- 
stant criticism, by virtue of the law of 
the survival of the fittest. To those who 
objected to them The Examiner has 
often said, “It is a waste of breath mere- 
ly to find fault, though mauy of the criti- 
cisms aro doubtless well grounded. Pro- 
duce something better, aud it will sup- 
plant the International Lessons; until 
that is done, they are likely to keep the 
field.” The time has come for tho 
friends of tho Suuday-school work to 
acknowledge that something better has 
been produced. The acknowledgment 
should not be made grudgingly, but glad- 
ly, For ourselves wo believe that we 
are on tho verge of another great ad- 
vance in Suuday school work, a step as 
much in advance of that taken twenty 
years ago as that was in advance of 
previous work. 

The “something better” to whioh we 
have alluded is tho “Blukesleo Graded 
Lessons.” Tho power of the Interna- 
tional system has been its uniformity 
aud its systematic covering of the entire 
Bible in seven years. It is possible to 
pay too high a prioe for these merits, but 
they may be preserved in the new sys- 
tem. The weakness of the Internation- 
al sy8 r em was in its fundamental lack of 
flexibility, and in the scrappy hop-skip- 
and-junip style of its lesson topics. Tho 
latter was in pare due to bad judgment 
on the part of tho committee that chose 
the lessons; the former ‘was inherent in 
the system, and lias couie to be fatal to 
its continued usefulness. There is some- 
tiling totally and irredeemably absurd, to 
one who has inhaled the spiritof modern 
education, in the idea of compelling all 
the scholars in the Sunday school— from 
tbo infant class to Bible classes of grand- 
fathers and grandmothers— to study the 
same lessons. Graded lessons are an ab- 
solute necessity. We have tried to se- 
cure gradation by variation of method in 
teaching; and this has palliated the evil 
effects of an absurd system, but it has 
not overcome them. The gradation must 
be iu the lessons themselves as well as in 
the teaching, aud this is equally true if 
the school as a whole is going over sub- 
stantially the same subjec r . Tho Blakes- 
lee system is carefully graded, the lessons 
themselves, as well as the methods of 
instruction, being carefully adapted to 
the age and capacity of tho scholars in 
our Sunday schools. Five grades in all 
are thus provided, the highest of which 
will give the members of advanced Bible 
classes quite enough to do iu tho way of 
study aud thought. 

Not only is the fundamental principle 
of this system sound, from an educator’s 
point of view, but it is tho ouly sound 
principle. It is equally satisfactory, from 
the point of view of a spiritual guide of 
youth. Its aim is instruction iu the faots 
and teachings of the Bible with especial 
reference to the influence of the truth in 
producing and developing Christian 
character. Its studies, therefore, find 
their central theme in tho person and 
work of Christ. Grouped about this 
theme will bo a progressive series of 
studies of the Bible as a whole, rather 
than the hasty and scrappy series of dis- 
connected incidents aud teachings that 
mark the International lessous. 

It would be a great achievement, the 
greatest iu the history of tho Suuday 
school, if tho oomiug international Con- 
vention to be held at St. Louis should 
have the breadth of viow and wisdom to 
adopt the Blakeslee system for Interna- 
tional use. Wo hope to see this done. 
But whether this is done or not, the old 
systom is doomed — doomed not by cap- 
tious fault finding, uot by criticism of 
details that ignores compensating merits, 
but by the fact that something better is 
in the field aud is sure to win its way by 
sheer force of merit. Prejudice may pro- 
long the conflict aud delay the victory, 
but the best is sure to win. Tho Blakes- 
lee system is making its way already with 
surprising rapidity, and wo have yet to 
hear of a school that has tried it and 
would bo willing to go back to the Inter- 
national lessons. That one fact speaks 
volumes. 

It remains to be seen whether the Sun- 
day-school workers who appoiut the 
International Committee and direct its 
policy are prepared to take this forward 
step. It would be unfortunate if any 
Hcutimeut of rivalry, any feeling of con- 
servatism that deeliues to fuss and uied- 
dl j with u good system bus been justili^ 
hitherto by results. But uow the case i« 
altered. No longer is the demand heard 
for change merely for the sake of cliauge, 
and with no wcll-duiiued object iu view. 


No louger are we asked to abandon some- 
thing good for something that might on 
trial prove to be worse. We are now- 
asked to go on from something proved 
by experience to be good to that which 
experience has proved to be bettor. Tho 
past system of International lessons 
must go— it is rapidly going, and will go 
still more rapidly during the next few 
years. Wise leadership will recoguize 
this fact, aud substitute for this system 
the graded system of lessons taught by 
the inductive method. 


A CONSERVATIVE VIEW. 


WUAT TIIK BOSTON COMMERCIAL, BULLET- 
IN SAYS ABOUT TIIK GAS TRUST. 

The investigation of the Bay State’s 
gas mystery has begun aud the gas fight 
is assuming a decidedly interesting 
phase. We believe that this investiga- 
tion will prove more efficient and have 
greater lesults than such affairs usually 
entail. Men who know Mayor Matthews 
best, say that* Mr. Addicks is foolish in 
the extreme to eross 'swords with him, 
but when a man roust fight for his life 
what else is he to do? Even if Mr. Ad- 
dicks has boAsted that he owns the 
board of aldermen, the gas commission 
and the state Seuate, he is liable to 
understand before the investigation 
closes, the real power of Boston’s mayor. 
It is claimed that tbo Bay State gas com- 
bination has flagrantly violated the spirit 
and even the letter of the law aud pays 
interest and dividends on an immense 
amount of watered capital only by prac- 
ticing extortion on t he gas consumers of 
Boston. It costs the Boston gas light 
company about 30 cents to produce and 
furnish gas, yet tho consumer pays $1.30. 
Tho mayor is in possession of the facts 
and figures and yet be has other powers 
which bo will reserve until the last. 

The whole matter resolves itself down 
to what we have claimed from tho first, 
namely, that the hour of retribution for 
past sins is close at baud for tho Bay 
State gas company. The laws of man 
are not inexorable, but the laws of nature 
and finance are, and it makes no differ- 
ence when or bow the laws of finance are 
sinned against, retribution is as sure to 
follow as night the day. This is the case 
with the Bay State. The ac ual capital 
invested in the plants is $4,0-10,000, > et 
Mr. Addicks came in here and capitalized 
his gas trust at $17,000,000, or over four 
times the actual amount. Had he capi- 
talized conservatively, he would not now 
need to fear competition or investigation, 
hut as matters now stand, retribution is 
about to he meted out. 

It. is the fond hope of the friends of 
Bay State that this investigation will b<- 
slummed over, and that the mayor will 
be satisfied with a graduating reduction 
of the price of gas, say for a term at 
$1.20, then to $1.10 aud finally to $1. But 
he will not be satisfied with any such ar- 
rangement, for if ho should lie would he 
shutting his eyes to what he has himself 
proclaimed a fraud. Moreover, when the 
friends of the gas trust acknowledge that 
tliov hope for such a settlement of the 
difficulty, they betray the weakness of 
tho company’s position, for they believe, 
aud rightly, too, that more gas will be 
consumed at $1.20 than at $1.30, and more 
at $1.10 than at $1.20, and that this in- 
crease will perhaps, with the aid of 
dubious methods in readiug the meters, 
enable the Bay State gas com pauy to earn 
present fixed charges. They acknow- 
ledge that if reduction is made all at 
once to $1 the company cannot hope to 
pay interest on its $12,000,000 or $13,000,- 
000 of “water.” 

When Mr. Rogers was last here he is 
said to have staled in the presence of a 
Brookline fam ly that Mr. Addicks had 
broken faith with him once, and that lie 
should never cease to follow him until 
he had gained his object. Mr. Rogers 
scouted the idea of a compromise, aud 
said lie did- not care to become associated 
ie any way whatever with Mr. Addicks 
again. Several of our bankers believe 
that this fight will be compromised, be- 
cause that bus been the history of ull 
such affairs iu the past. Mauy on the 
stieet also believe that Mr. Addicks can- 
not he beateu politically, that is to say, 
it is thought that if lie owns the Legisla- 
ture, the gas commission and the board 
of uldenneu, he will come out of this 
investigation unscarred and will be able 
to do as lie pleases. People who hold 
this belief fail to take into accouut a 
mighty factor, namely, public opiuiou, 
which will nullify whatever hold the 
Bay State gas trust may have ou our 
legislative bodies, for it will mean politi- 
cal death for any member of the city or 
state government to range himself ou the 
side of this trust aud in opposition to t he 
people. The mayor uuiierstands this, 
aud so do the politicians, aud the latter 
are even uow castiug about for means of 
eseupe from this Buy State yoke. 


TROUBLE FOR WEST END 


Xcflal IHoticcs. 


GROWING OUT OF THE RETURN GROUND 
CURRENT. 

The West Eud railroad is having more 
trouble than is generally known with the 
return ground curreut. Tho single trol- 
ly wire method being employed, tho cir- 
cuit is formed by the rails and the earth. 
The action of the powerful current of 
500 volts aud thousands of amperes is 
beginning to show effects ou tbo gas and 
water pipes along tbo lines of the tracks. 
Not ouly this, but mauy buildings are re- 
ceiving a heavy curreut by means of 
these pipes, which is liable to cause fire 
under certain conditions. There have 
been a number of instances where by 
making connections between the water 
and gas pipes inside a building, a curreut 
of sutlicient magnitude lias been ob- 
tained to charge a storage battery from 
which an entire structure could bo light- 
ed, and there have beeu other cases 
where motors have beeu operated. 

A short time ago, wheu the subject of 
using a trolly wire and earth return cur- 
reut was agitated in Now- York, two ex- 
pert electricians from that city came to 
Boston aud instituted a series of experi- 
ments. It was fouud that all buildings 
were uot equally affected, but in a ratio 
of about one iu every six it was discov- 
ered that by short-circuiting between a 
gas aud water pipe a good-sized copper 
wire could be easily fused. Here was at 
once a serious danger from tire, for it 
would be very possible accidently to 
cross these pipes by something metallic 
and thus generate sufficient heat to ignite 
any iullamiuable material. The officials 
of the West End have long known that 
this trouble existed, and a great deal of 
time and money have been expended in 
trying to remedy it. It is reported ou 
excellent authority that $200,000 was ap- 
propriated by the company to pursue 
experiments aud endeavor to check ttie 
evil, but after expending $80,000 the 
work was abandoned. Now the city of 
Boston lias retained a well-known firm of 
electiical engineers to make experiments 
and see if the danger can be obviated. 
This concern has uot been long engaged 
iu the work, but thus far the problem is 
of such magnitude that the experts do 
not exactly know where to begin. It is 
further reported that tho insurance men, 
who have tor the past few mbntlis sut- 
fered heavily, aro to take the matter up 
and investigate whether or not some of 
the mysterious tires that have of late 
occurred are not attributable to this 
cause. 

It can readily be seen that this drain of 
curreut must bo a source of great ex- 
pense to tbo West End road, aud it is 
ouly by constructing a power house of 
enormous proportions, capable of fur- 
nishing a quantity of current to allow tor 
the loss, that the road can be operated. 
It is further intimated that the negotia- 
tions for control of tho property, which 
were uuder way a few weeks ago, are 
bulging fire until further investigation 
of these electrical defects is made. 


An Honored Veteran. 

Colonel Wui. A. II. Sillowuye, that old 
hero aud true patriot, who ou May 13, 
1803, saved President Lincoln from 
capture aud perhaps instant death, uow 
resides at Newton Upper Falls. It is 
proposed to get up a reception iu honor 
of him and his gifted wife, she being a 
relative of the Hon. Wm. M. Kvarts, in 
the near future The people of the Falls 
can well feel proud of having this noted 
oouple as residents among them, as they 
are educated and refilled people, aud au 
ornament to the best society, as tbey 
have always beeu wherever tbey liuve re- 
sided. 

Colonel Sillowuye enlisted April 10, 
1801, aud iu 1802 was on Geueral Mc- 
Cloltuu’s staff as Lieut. Colonel aud 
served till Feb. 14, 1803, serving nearly 
two years without any pay or reward. 
Feb. 14, 1803, be resigned and re-enlisted, 
aud was appointed uu acting first as- 
sistant engineer iu the navy aud was dis- 
charged on the 28th day of October, 1805. 
In L. R. llamersly’s volume “Officers of 
the Army and Navy (volunteer) who 
served in the Civil War,” page 145, is a 
flue record of the Colonel’s service, aud 
iu a letter from Secretary Welles aiiioug 
other letters we quote: “In a conference 
with the President aud Secretai y Stanton, 
iu reference to your valuable service of 
Wednesday last, you were commissioned 
to the full rank of Colouel by brevet, aud 
it is proposed to elevate you to the rank 
of chief engineer. We extend to you our 
heartfelt thanks, aud believe us wheu we 
say we consider you to be as great a 
hero as any iu the service, and special 
mention of your service is ordered ou 
record iu both departments, wai aud 
navy.” The Colonel lias been a mem- 
ber of the Grand Army since its first 
organization, and a commander o( three 
different posts, aud is a most eutertaiu- 
iug man iu all respects. K. W. L.

THE SUBURBAN RAILROAD. 

A nice scheme was originated by the 
projectors of the “Suburban Railroad,” 
to build a freight line from Newton 
Highlands to Belmont, to connect the 
New York & New England and the Bos* 
ton «V Maine railroad systems, and so 
closely was the secret kept that the bill 
had passed through several stages before 
its aim wa,s detected by Representative 
Estabrook, who succeeded in having the 
matter laid over till Newtou could be 
heard from. Those in charge of the bill 
were very indignant, of course, and the 
occurrence shows how easily auy of the 
great railroad corporations can get what 
legislation they desire from our Geueral 
Court, and what obedient servants they 
find among the members. 

This freight railroad line, for instauce, 
was drawn apparently to do as much 
damage as possible to Newton, and with- 
out consulting the Newton representa- 
tives, or even informing them of the pro 
ject, certain members urged the passage 
of the bill by all means in their power. 
It is to run from Newton Highlands 
through Newton to the Watertown line, 
crossing Washiugtnn street near Belle- 
vue, and seeing to have been ingeniously 
designed to cross all the new parkways 
that have been projected or talked of. 
The east side of Bulloughs Pond, for 
which a boulevard has beeu planned, was 
to bo seized, also the proposed Blake 
street betweeu Homer aud Mill, and the 
parkway between Mill aud Cabot and 
Cabot street and Newtonville avenue. 
Crossing Washington street the road is to 
run aloug one side of Walnut park and 
through the proposed park on the site of 
Boyd’s poud. 

It would have beeu difficult to have 
conceived a route that would have 
blocked more effectually so rnauy public 
improvements in Newton, or beeu of 
greater injury to the city. 

Auy one who knows what a nuisance 
the transfer freight line is to Cambridge 
can realize what a damage this road 
would be to Newtou. It would have to 
be elevated, of course, aud would cross a 
great uuruber of the best streets, besides 
blocking the laying out of new streets 
through the v leant laud it crosses. As 
it would bo for freight purposes only, the 
road would be of no benefit to the city, 
aud there would be nothing to compen- 
sate for the disfigurement of the land- 
scape, the blocking up of so many streets, 
and the ruiuiDg of so many public im- 
provements. 

Without the evidence of the bill itself, 
aud the quiet manner in whioh it has 
been smuggled iuto the legislature, it 
would be difficult to believe that the 
scheme was seriously contemplated. 
Newtou people will owe a debt of grati- 
tude to Representative Estabrook, if it 
is defeated, and the board of aidermeu 
has adopted a strong remoustrauce, which 
ought to have some effect ou the legisla- 
ture. 


CLEAN SIDEWALKS. 


The people of Ward Oue and Seven 
seem likely to have a chance to enjoy 
clean sidewalks another wiuter, provided 
the ordinance passed by the aldermen 
gets through the Cotnmou Council. 
The aldermen had quite a spirited de- 
bate upon the question, but Aldertnau 
Bothfeld’s strong presentation of the 
sentiment in the two wards had its 
effect. 

It is cuiroug bow many objections can 
be urged against such an ordinance, 
whicli seem to be reasonable enough 
uutil they are subjected to a little in* 
v estigadoiL It was urged that au ordi- 
nance compelling abuttors to remove the 
snow upou their walks would be a great 
hardship upon the poor, and this did 
seem an objection until it was answered 
that sucli peop.e removed the snow now 
in most oases aud felt a pride iu keeping 
their walks clear. 

Aidermau Ruffe said iu his ward the 
wealthy owuersof long frontages on the 
streets would object strougly to being 
compelled to keep their sidewalks clear. 
Aidermau Bothfeld replied that such 
people iu Wards One and .Seven all 
favored the ordinance, a most com- 
mendable instance of public spirit, aud it 
hardly seems possible that the people of 
Ward Six can be so different from their 
neighbors, they are so patriotic iu other 
public impiovemeuts. 

Aidermau Thompson paid his respects 
to Graphic, aud said his gallantry 
would uot permit him to vote for au ordi- 
uauce compelling ladies who owned 
property to go out to find a man to clear 


their walks. But what of the hundreds 
of ladies who have to wade through such 
walks every day? Beside, most people 
engage a naan in the fall to come at every 
storm and shovel snow. 

It was urged also that the city ought 
to do this work, and pay for it out of the 
taxes, just as the streets are taken care 
of. This would seem to be an excellent 
at rangement, until Alderman Bothfeld 
explained that it could not bo dono 
legally, the city having no right to use 
money for such a purpose. 

Once let the matter be settled and 
Wards One and Seven enjoy clean side- 
walks during the winter season, and it 
will not bo long before the people of 
every ward will demand the same privi- 
leges. The expense is not a heavy one, 
when it comes to an actual experience ot 
it, and if owners of largo estates have 
not publio spirit enough to do such 
work, thoy should bo made to do so. 
They usually koop carriages and do not 
have to wade through the melting snow, 
but the great majority have to walk and 
they have a right to ask the oity to tako 
measures to keep the sidowalks passa- 
ble, the same as Is dono in every other 
city in the state, and ovou in most of the 
towns. 


The aidermeu have again passed the 
order for the purcliaso of the Clafiiu 
land as an addition to the High school 
lot. and Aidermau Thompson presented 
the strongest argumeut iu its favor, wheu 
he said that more spice is ueeded now to 
light the lower rooms, the line being uow 
ouly 35 feet away and the trees making 
the rooms poorly lighted. If the land 
was sold and buildiugs erected the condi- 
tion of things would bo even worse, and 
the eyes of the pupils are of much more 
importance than a few dollars. He saw 
no occasiou for any sectional feeling iu 
the matter. Alderman Roffe Baid New- 
ton Centre people could not forget that 
they had been badly treated by the re- 
moval of the school from this ward aud 
the failure to keep the agreemeut for a 
free couveyance of their children. Ho 
was willing to vote for the purchase, pro- 
vided the order was amended so that no 
addition to the High school should ever 
be built upou the land. Alderman 
Thompson said the idea of buildiug up- 
on the laud had never beeu contemplated 
but he was opposed to the city saddling 
itself with auy restrictions when buying 
laud, as it was uot a wise policy. The 
order passed, however, by a vote of six 
to oue, and thecomraou couucil will now 
have a chance to vote upou it again. 
The Auburndale and West Newtou repre- 
sentatives will have a chance to explain 
their reasons for opposing it. 


The Boston Herald ou Wednesday eve- 
ning gave au illustrated sketch of the 
women of Newton, the photographs be- 
ing those of Mrs. Alvali Hovey, repre- 
senting the Hospital Aid Association; 
Mrs. E. N, L. Walton, the Woman’s Ed- 
ucational Club; Mrs. Kate L. Stevenson, 
the Woman’s Christian Temperauce 
Union: Miss Louise Imogen Guiney, the 
authoress; Mrs. Ada Langley Briggs, the 
Players Club; Mrs. Geo. H. Sbapley, the 
amateur artists; Miss Clara Louise Bow- 
ers, the siugers, and Miss C. Blanche 
Rice, the readers. The introduction paid 
a high tribute to the influence exei ted ou 
the city by its women, with sketches of 
the women's clubs, aud iuteresting 
notices of the representative women 
whose portraits were given. Evideutly 
a good deal of care was takeu at the cuts 
were uuusualiy good ones. 


It is a very poor week when some new’ 
scheme for a boulevard in Newton does 
not ome into notice. The latest is for a 
boulevard from Newtou Centre to West 
Roxbury, by way of Dudley street, aud a 
syndicate of capitalists is reported to be 
buying up the laud and making arrange- 
ments for the development of the Oak 
Hill district, uow composed mainly of 
farmiug laud. Judging from the activi- 
ty of these promoters, Newtou has a 
great future before it, aud these men show 
by tbeir investments that they have a 
firm belief in such a future. Some pre- 
dict that within ten years Newton will 
have a population of 50,000, and consid- 
ering the rapid growth of Newton with- 
out any orgauized encouragement, the 
prediction does uot seem improbable. 


Du. C. F. Cheiiohe raises a very im- 
portant question iu another column, aud 
oue with which Newtou will some time 
have to deal. That is, should not the 
water supply, tire department and police 
of towns which are intimately connected, 
be placed under one general manage- 
ment, like the Metropolitan park com- 
mission, or the sewerage commission, 
and would not such a measure be for the 
advantage of all concerned? The pres- 
et! : method is au extravagant oue for all 
concerned, and also greater efficiency at 
less expeuse could be secured by unity 
of action. The question is worth care- 
ful consideration. 


The Board of Aidermeu will have a 
special executive sessiou next Monday 
evening, to discuss the druggists’ licenses 
| and possibly the street railway question 
may come up. The aldermen have found 
| sueh a strong public seutimeut against 
granting any more locations to street 
| railways ou our narrow streets that 
favorable action on auy of the applica 
I tious may be delayed uutil the streets 
1 are widened, aud also until the legisla- 
l tuie closes its session, aud the character 
and scope of the many bills that get 
through the legislature are fully deter- 
mined. Certainly uothiug will be lost 
by a little delay. 


The judiciary committee of the legis- 
lature gaye another heariug ou the sewer 
ordinance question, this week, a^d City 
| .Solicitor Slocum wade au admirable 
presentation of the case, which seems to 
] he very favorably regarded by the com- 


mittee. Ward Six in Its loyalty to a 
former lender sent Councilman Degen 
and R. M. SaltonstnU to ohjoot to any 
change, anti the only other objeotor was 
John Sturgis Potter. The faot that the 
people of Newton voted so decidedly 
against the ordinance at the last oleetton 
had apparently great weight with the 
committee, and they will probably re- 
commend the legislation the majority 
desires. 


The bill to allow theNowton «fe Boston 
street railway to iuoreaso its capital 
stock, issuo bonds and do other things 
caused some debate in the House on 
Wednesday, one member arguing that 
it should he materially amended to re- 
strict its power to unite with other com- 
panies. Finally Mr. Estabrook’s amend- 
ment to limit the total stock to $25,000 a 
mile was adopted and the bill ordored to 
a third reading. 


People who live on corner lots are 
having the pleasure of seeing their sewer 
assessments reduced, owiug to the ex- 
emptions mado bv the last sewer ordi- 
nance. 


POLITICAL BOUNDARIES 


NOT WELL ADAPTED FOlt LIMITING THE 
CONTROL OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic: 

In conversation with a fiiend the other 
day two subjects came up, one, the trans- 
fer of the street railroad locations to the 
“Boulevard Commission”— the other tho 
forthcoming report of tho commission 
upon grade crossings. We agreed that 
both of theso problems should have been 
placed in the hands of a metropolitan 
commission like that of the sewerage 
commission, the park commission or tho 
railroad commission. 

The fact is that the settlement of this 
portion of the state has led to aggrega- 
tions of populations each with its own 
needs and requirements, and that these 
are largely iudependout of political, 
municipal and town boundaries. 

Iu early times theso boundaries en- 
closed fairly homogeneous populations 
who had only local interests to act upon, 
and which were for the most part sena- 
rated from adjoining towns by sparsely 
settled areas. Their intercommunication 
was by means of highways under the 
control of a county board. The advent 
of steam railways did not change much 
this condition of things, and uot uutil 
tho introduction of waler supplies, street 
railways, fire departments and the like 
was there auy need of raising the ques- 
tion which is indicated in the title. 

To-day tho problem is different. Many 
of our villages are more intimately con- 
nected witli thoso of adjoining towns 
thau with other villages withiu their towu 
or city limits. 

If we follow’ the boundary of Newton, 
we have Chestnut Hill in everything but 
political matters, a part of Brookline. 
Ward Seven adjoins the Brighton district 
of Boston, and has practically the same 
requirements. Ward One and Watertown 
are thoroughly intermixed, and West 
Newtou and Waltham aro in much the 
same situation. Auburndale is the post- 
office and railway station for a consider- 
able portion of Weston, and the Lower 
Falls is oue village with the opposite side 
of the river iu Wellesley. The Upper 
Falls has less intimate relations with 
Needham, but sometime a village will 
grow upou that side of the river which 
will have interests identical with the 
Upper Falls. 

Now at each of the points which I 
have indicated, there confroul each other, 
like outposts at European boundaries, 
water service aud lire hydrants, distinct 
fire departments, separate police organi- 
zations. Is this business-like? 

Wellesley with its reservoir on the hill 
and a charter right to take all the water 
of Charles River and peddle it out to 
other towns, could supply ail the points 
named without difficulty, (in fact but 
for these bothersome political bounda- 
ries the cost of high service in Newton 
might have been reduced by taking that 
portion from tho Wellesley works), aud 
a board and officials such as we have iu 
Newton could manage and direct the 
whole distribution without adding very 
much to tho labor they uow give to that 
portion of it. 

So the fire departments should he con- 
solidated aud placed under a central 
authority. The material should he dis- 
tributed to piotdct the ceutres where 
fire risks are, as it were, concentrated 
without reference to boundary lines. 

There would be many advantages in 
extending the powers of at least a por- 
tion of tho police force over wider areas, 
and they could work more effectively iu 
dealing with detective work. 

The sewerage commission and the state 
park commission are already in existence 
and have proved thoir value. Would it 
not be well to apply similar control to 
the water supply, fire departments aud 
police over large districts? 

All street railways should be under the 
control (as far as steam railroads are), of 
the railroad commission or one especially 
formed for the purpose, and should in 
some way bo made to pay a fair reutal 
for the use of the streets. 

It seems to me that It is time to con- 
sider whether wo can afford to go on 
much longer with our present system— iu 
fact that we have already gone on too 
long for a wise economy.

They wished to sell u 
piece of land that had been entirely tin 
productive up to the death, but at tliai 
time there was an inquiry to purchase. 

To enable a sale of this land out ul 
the intestate estate the probate court 
expense was $50, or only $10 less than tilt 
share allotted to the widow on the bush 
of her probable life yet to be, while each 
of the minor children, quite incompetent 
to handle money in business, received 
$105, or three and a quarter times m- 
much as the mother, a prudent business- 
woman.— Woman’s Tribune. 

Novel tm-liurl. 

The British steamer Bawnmore now 
discharging coal at Mission No. 2, has a 
novelty' aboard in the shape of a stockiest- 
anchor. In fact, she has two of them, and 
they aro hauled up “chock a block” to 
the hawse holes in a way to make a sailor 
feel like kicking himself lor all the risks 
he has run in the way of catting and 
fishing anchors in years gone by. Tin 
anchor has no stock and no flukes. It 
consists of a heavy semicircular mass of 
metal fastened directly to the chain ami 
furnished with two attachments very 
similar to the old time flukes, but twisted 
like the flanges of a screw propeller.

•'Tim most remarknblo instance I ever 
hoard of, and which illustrates so forci- 
bly tho ‘ruling passion,*” said Judge Jeff 
Pollard to Tho Man About Town, “was 
a case in which l figured last week. I 
was called to write a will for a gentle- 
man in this city, then on his deathbed. 
Ho was always a cautious, economical 
man, and had accumulated somo prop- 
erty’ and money. After tho death of the 
owner there were several heirs to tho 
property, all of whom were anxious to 
have the sick man make a will dividing 
it ns he saw proper. 

“I called at the house nnd tho will was 
duly written and signed by’ the old man, 
who was held in the arms of his friends 
while tho trembling hand traced bis 
name upon tlio paper. After be was laid 
upon tho bed he motioned mo to hold 
my head so I could understand him, and 
in a piping, tremulous voice lie asked, 
'What do you charge?’ 

“A voice at my elbow said softly, ‘Tell 
him a dollar or two.’ 

“ ‘A dollar or two,’ I shouted in his 
ear. (Ho was very deaf.) ‘AH right,’ 
6nid lie, ‘if it had cost any moro I 
wouldn’t a-had it done,’ he gasped. Tho 
death rattle had already begun in his 
throat. His fingers were purple and the 
shades of death were already settling 
upon his face; yet with all this, his greed 
was as manifest as when most busy in 
tho accumulation of the property. 

“I got my $10, though,” said tho judge, 
“but ho never would have paid me more 
than $1.” — St. Louis Republic. 


The English Language. 

Professor Vambery has been lecturing 
on the “Fashion of Languages” before 
tho Buda-Pesth English club. English, 
he said, may now be called the most 
fashionable ianguago in all the five parts 
of the world. It began to spread in the 
first decades of the century through Eng- 
lish literature, and in Asia by means of 
accelerated communication. Steamers 
were the wings of tho English language 
in the far east, and its spreading from 
India and the straits settlements to Chi- 
na and Japan is simply’ miraculous. 

There is no exaggeration in saying 
that the number of English speaking 
Asiatics amounts today to 3,000,000; that 
of Europeans to more than 1,000,000, and 
these, added to tho 126,000,000 Anglo- 
Saxons, give a total of English speaking 
men and women of 130,000,000. Should 
the increase continue in the same propor- 
tion, the middle of next century will 
have 200.000.UUO English speaking per- 
sons, and tho English will have no rival 
in the world besides the Chinese. 

Phonetically’ English is unsuitable for 
the foreigner, and the lecturer declares 
he always suffered acute pain in the jaws 
when speaking publicly in England and 
trying to imitate genuine English. The 
phonetic difficulties are, however, amply 
rewarded through the expressiveness, the 
rare precision, rigor and exactness in 
which English surpasses all other Euro- 
pean tongues. — London News. 


Making Diamonds. 

The microscopic diamonds made by M. 
Henri Moissiln are not the first real 
diamonds made by the chemist. Somo 
years ago Mr. Hannay of Glasgow suc- 
ceeded in making a few small gems, and 
another Glasgow chemist not long ago 
announced that he was making experi- 
ments in this direction and had obtained 
promising results. 

Moissan, however, was the first to form 
a gem by means of the high temperature 
of the electric furnace, though the idea 
of doing so is not exactly novel. Moissan 
obtains a temperature of from 3.000 to 
4,000 degrees centigrade iu his electric 
crucible and fuses iron or silver, which 
absorbs the carbon of sugar. When tho 
fused metal cools, part of tho carbon 
separates from it again in the form of 
crystals, black or white — that is to say, 
black diamond or carbonado and ordi- 
nary, clear diamond. 

Tho crystallization seems to bo facili- 
tated by’ pressure, which is produced by 
the expansion of the sugar carbon us it 
cools. The diamond crystals were ex- 
ceedingly minute and quite unfit for 
jewelry. Moreover, tho process is very 
expensive. — Manchester Times. 


Getting Measured For u Gun. 

A fact which is not generally known 
outside of sporting circles is that a gun- 
ner who seeks to do tho best work he is 
capable of requires to be measured for 
his gun in the saino way as he would bo 
for his suit of clothes. To facilitato tliia 
operation, a new adjusting gun has been 
devised. The bend und castoff of the 
gun are adjusted by means of screws, 
and the points of each aro placed in 
grooves running parallel to the lino of 
the butt. The length of tho butt is also 
adjusted by screws in tho heel. Tho 
length and bend of tho stock can in this 
way bo regulated to the length of neck 
and arm of the shooter, as well us to the 
various special requirements to which 
his style of shooting may give rise. — 
Boston Journal. 

Futility I’urtli-H. 

A shrewd Capo Cod farmer descanting 
lately on family quarrels said: “I’m of 
tho opinion of my wife. ‘Go to a family 
party?’ sho says. ‘Yes, I always go, pro- 
vided it isn’t in my own family.’ Tho 
reason of them family rows is that the j 
live too dost and rub agin each other too 
much. There was tho W ings down our 
way. They fought continually as long 
us they lived under one roof, but when 
John Wing went to ranchin in Colorado 
Bnd Jim Wing to makiu nails iu Penn- 
sylvania they grew umuziu fond of each 
other." 

This homely philosophy could be ap- 
plied with equal force to nations. — 
Youth’s Companion. 


Wheezy liuud Orguus. 

It is usually supposed that the faiut 
and squeaky hand organs played by woe- 
ful old women, seated on curbstones Tuid 
wrapped in shawls, uro decrepit from 
long service in tho cause of art. That is 
uot tho case. Their builders intention- 
ally leave out uotes, so that they shall 
sound more mournful und touch more 
quickly tho sensibilities of somo people. 
Organs of this kind ure kuowu us 
“wheezers."— New York Sun.

Death or L. M. Plnkhnin. 

The death of Mr. L. M. Pinkbam by 
his own baud Friday was a great shock 
to his friends aud the community in 
which he lived. His recent marriage had 
giveu him grent happiness, but within 
the last few days he had received news 
of some threatened losses and great men- 
tal depression resulted. The fact that 
many year« ago similar fear had nearly 
unbalanced his mind and led to his treat- 
ment for somo months in a retreat in 
Connecticut, of course led the few who 
knew this fact to fear for his present 
condition. On Friday morning he left 
home evidently greatly troubled aud 
failed to return at night. Search having 
been instituted ho was found Saturday 
morning in East Watertown, death hav- 
ing resulted from a revolver wound. He 
loaves a widow’ and two sons, one of 
whom is Mr. L. E. Pinkbam, at present 
iu Honolulu. 

Deceased was 70 years of age and a 
bookbinder by trade. Soon after mov- 
ing to Newton ho became a partner with 
II. M. Stimpsou, aud was for several 
years fiuaucial manager of the Newton 
Journal. For sevoral yoars ho has con 
ducted a book bindery at 17 Province 
court, Boston. He had twice beeu mar- 
ried, the second ceremony having been 
performed about three weeks since. 

Deceased left his office iu Boston Fri- 
day noon, saying: "I am going to East 
Cambridge and may uot come back 
again." Little heed was taken of the 
words, the person to whom they were 
addressed thinking that Mr. Pinkbam 
merely meant that he would not return 
until ^Saturday morning. Later in tho 
afternoon he was noticed about Mr. F. 
D. Sawin’s place ou Elm avenue. East 
Watertown, but, although his actions 
caused somo comment, they were not in- 
vestigated. 

The body was found about 11 o’clock 
Saturday morning in a small outbuilding, 
and a revolver clutched in the right baud 
showed the cause of doath, which was 
install taueous, from a wound at the buse 
of tbo skull. 

The funeral services took place from 
his late residence ou Richardson street 
Tuesday afternoon. There whk a large 
attendance at the services, which were 
couducted by Rev. G. A. Merrill. Selec- 
tions wore rendered by a mixed quartet. 
There were several beautiful llorai pieces 
including a closed book and a large 
wreath from the employes of the de- 
ceased. Tho remains were iuterred Wed- 
nesday iu tho Worcester cemetery.

He was ordained Mn> 19, 
1347, and settled over the Baptist church at 
Southbridge, w hich pastorate he success- 
fully filled until 1854, when he accented n 
call Iroin Newark. N. J., where ne re- 
mained one year. He on SeDt. 23, 1855, ac- 
cented the pastorate of the First Baptist 
church at Newton Centre, remaining there 
until Mnv 31, 1803. Since that time he hnd 
held the chair of Old Testament interpre- 
tation at the Newton Theological Institu- 
tion, from which he hnd graduated 22 years 
before. Prof. Stearns was regarded as one 
of the most cultured men in tin* Baptist 
denomination. During bis pastoral career 
his sermons attracted wide attention, and 
since then his writings on religious sub- 
jects have made one of the important col- 
lections of then gical literature. Person- 
ally he was a man of affable disposition, 
courteous and genial, and esteemed nnd 
beloved bv every one. With the students 
at the institution he was particularly 
popular, and In the community where he 
lived and labored for so many years he 
was liked by all classes, without regard to 
religious views. Ooiby University gave 
him the degree of D. D. in 1803. He trans- 
lated Satorius’ “Person nnd Work of 
Christ” in 1848, and in 1884 wrote "A Sylla- 
bus of the Messianio Passage* in the Old 
Testament.’ The funerel will take place 
from the Baptist church, Sunday nt 3 p. ui.

—The now 7CD horsepower Wheelock en- 
gine, which bus been placed in tiie power 
house of the Newton Gas and electrie light 
company, was started for the first time 
Tuesday evening. It is a condensing en- 
gine, with high aud low pressure cylinders; 
has a 20-foot driving wheel, which makes 
75 revolutions per minute when the engine 
is running at full speed. The low-pressure 
cylinder i* 48x4vS inches in diameter, aud 
the high-pressure cylinder is 43x20 inches. 
The engine is built so that, should one 
cylinder give out, tiie other oould be im- 
mediately started and run the entire plant. 
As soou us tiie larg i engine is thoroughly 
warmed up, ull the dynamos will be ut- 
tached to the main shaft, and the station 
will have a capacity of 5CC ) 16-candle power 
incandescent lights and 3C3 arc light-. 
This capacity can easily be increased, the 
engine furnishing sufficient power.

tho mayor appointed Aldermen Botlifeld, 
Roflfe and Plummer a committee to meet 
representatives from the lower brauch 
and nominate an assesor.

The water board were authorized to 
lay water pipes in Prince, Lenox aud 
Seavorns streets at a cost of $1,803. 

BOND APPROVED. 

The bond of the city treasurer for the 
currant year was presented and ap- 
proved. 

Alderman Runiery presented au order 
appropriating $525 foi the purchase of 
700 feet of hose to be charged to the 
special appropriation for the equipment 
of the Nonantum hose house. Passed. 

Aldormau Thompson presented a peti- 
tion feigned by J. B. Newell and others 
objecting to the manner in which the 
streets are watered. Also a petition 
from W. M. Mick. J. F. C. Hyde and 
others for street lights on Parker and 
Dedham streets. Referred. 

ASSESSOR APPOINTED. 

Alderman Roffe for the special com- 
mittee of conference reported the name 
of John E. Colburn for assistant assessor 
in Ward Five, vice M. G. Crane re- 
signed. In a joint convention of the two 
branches this nomination was continued 
and Mr. Colburn elected. 

THE SUBURBAN RAILROAD. 

After the aldermen reassembled the 
mayor said that the representatives of 
the suburban railroad were present to 
explain their intention aud he introduced 
Mr. Charles Abbott Prince, counsel for 
the N. Y. & N. E. railroad. 

Mr. Prince said he appeared, as it 
seemed Newton was unacquaiuted with 
the purpose of the road, aud to enlight- 
en the city council as to their iuteutions. 

He intioduced Mr. Fraukliu B. Locke 
of A. W., & F. B. Locke, civil engineers, 
who assisted in the survey aud Mr. 
Veasey. The new road will form a junc- 
tion at grade with the Woonsocket divi- 
sion of the N. Y. & S. E. road and then 
running northerly will cross Eliot street 
over grade leaving the grade of the street 
•unchanged. At Boylston street, and 
Meredith avenue under grade raisiug the 
streets 14 feet, over the Boston & Albauy 
circuit railroad, over Woodward street 
lowering the street grade six feet, cross 
ing Walnut street next at the junction of 
Beacon under grade, raising both streets 
14 feet at this point. croBsiag liomor 
over grade lowering the street two feet, 
over Mill and Cabot streets, grades un- 
changed, over Newtonville avenue, lower- 
ing the street three feet, over the main 
line of the Boston tfc Albany road with a 
170 foot span, crossing Washington street 
at the junction of Adams 18 feet above 
the street level, the grade beiug un- 
changed, crossing above Pearl street 
grade, unchanged, running under Cali- 
fornia street raising the street 22 feet, 
thence over the Charles river and through 
Watertown to Waverley station on the 
Massachusetts Central road. The con- | 
struction to he inaiuly of earth work, , 
with probably iron trestle work over the 
11. <fc A. main line and Washington street. 
The total length of the line is about 0 1-2 
miles aud tho estimated cost is $050, (XXL 
The mayor asked if the proposed 
change in the grade of the Boston Jk Al- 
bany road had been taken into considera- 
tion. providing they should raise their 
itracks. 

No, sir. 

If the tracks were raised 14 feet and 
you must run 18 feet above them as re- 
quired by law, your tracks would be 82 
feet above the present level of the B. & 
A. tracks, and the construction would be 
trestle work? 

Yes, sir. 

Mayor Fenuo thought the citizens of 
Newton would object very decidedjy to 
!SU0b a construction close to two of the 
largest villages in the city. 

SURPRISED AT ttlt.J KCTION8. 

The uiayoi— Do you not think you are 
askiug a good deal of the city of Newton 
to run your tracks through the heart of 
the city? 

Mr. Veasey — No, sir, I think it would 
be one of the most beueticiul thiugs that 
:ould happen to (he city. The couutry 
where it is intended the road shall run is 
iot built up. and this will help to develop 
t. I was surprised w hen 1 heard there 
weie objections to the road luiining here. 

An audible smile passed rouud the 
oircle. 

In response to inquiries by Mr. Prince, 
Mr. Locke said the construction would 
be quite difficult as laid out, aud in the 
event of the Boston «fc Albany raisiug 
heir tracks the cost of construction 
would be increased about $50,000, but 
•passing over the road at this height was 
•o obstacle, only from a tiuaucial stand 
joint. The route laid out was the most 
easible,|aud propel ty*damagcs had b,eeu 
avoided as much us possible, 
r At this point .John J, Kenney, repre- 
senting Morse A Laue asked Mr. Prince 
rf he claimed the right of eminent 
> iomaii' under the present act. 

Mr. Prince— Yes, sir. 

' There was a request for the name* of 
the property owners affected by the sub- 
urban road , und in (espouse Mi. Voarey 
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commenced to road them, hut the aider- 
men were spared this ordeal by the 
mayor. „ , „ _ 

Mr. Prince said the N. "Y N. E. rail- 
road had 31 miles of railway in their 
Woonsocket division, which, out off us 
it is. cannot he developed unless connect- 
ed with the mnin line division or with 
some ally of the road. With that end in 
view a special charter was asked in 1801 
to construct a road connecting the Woon- 
socket division and the main lino. A 
preliminary survey was made and tho 
charter granted with opposition. Much 
delay was caused by Boston’s dissatis 
faction with the locations and four now 
locations had to be laid out. When this 
difficulty was adjusted it was deemed ad- 
visable finally to extend the suburban 
railroad from the Massachusetts Central. 
The road is not designed alone for 
freight as some seem to believe, hut for 
both passenger and freight traffic, nnd as 
a connecting link between the Boston A- 
Maine and the N. Y. A N. E. This opons 
up the Norwich line to New York for 
through traffic from the nortliorn New 
England states. With this aim in viow 
Newton was approached in no hostile 
spiri r , and when it was found how the 
matter was viewed hero it was thought 
best to come and explain. This is not a 
marginal road but an oxteution of tho 
Woonsocket division to a terminal with 
tho Boston & Maine. Speaking about 
the park lands through which the track 
will run. Mr. Prince said any amend- 
ment as to their construction through 
the public parks would be gladly re- 
ceived. 

Alderman Thompson thought Newton 
would not he greatly benetlted by tho 
through traffic from Waverley to New 
York or by the road as a convenience to 
Newton men doing business in the city. 

Mr. Prince said Newton people could 
go direct to cities on the B. A M. system 
by this means without going through 
Boston. 

Alderman Plummer asked why a con- 
nection with the Massachusetts Central 
at Weston would not dons well as Wavor- 
ley. 

Mr. Prince said it was too far out. He 
said also that tho road from Cook street 
to the main Hue of the N. Y. A N. E. 
would bo built. 

The mayor said there was not objec- 
tion to the location to Dorchester, but 
the citizens were very much opposed to 
having the suburban road. He then 
asked if he would consent to strike out 
section two. 

Mr. Prince said he had a great regard 
for the citizeus of Newton but to that he 
could not agree. 

The sum allowed for land damages is 
$85,000. Mayor Feuno thought that was 
a very small sum. 

The aldermen then went into executive 
session. g 

Common Council. 

President Weed presided at the com- 
mon council meeting Mouday evening, 
Councilman Knapp being absent. 

Papers from the other branch were 
passed in concurrence. 

LAID ASIDE. 

When the order passed at the last 
meeting of the aldermen appropriating 
$7825 for the purchase of the Claflin 
land for the High school came up no 
attack was made upon it hut it was very 
unceremoniously relegated to the table. 

HIGHWAY ORDINANCE PASSED. 

The new highway ordinance requiring 
the clearing of snow in Wards Ouo and 
Seven from asphalt walks within twenty- 
four hours, passed by the aldermen, re- 
ceived a good deal of attention. 

Councilman Tolman wished to amend 
it by strikiug out the article relative to 
ice on the sidewalks. He had inter- 
viewed forty or more citizens of Wards 
One and Seven and all were in favor of 
the ordinance as far as it relates to snow, 
but objected to the ice clause. 

Councilman Howes said he had talked 
with several but had fouud none in favor 
of the ordinance iu any way. 

Councilman Hatch expressed himself 
as in favor of the ordinance as at present 
drawn. 

Couucilman Degen said this matter 
had been coming up for over a year and 
the demand had always been from these 
wards. The majority of citizeus there 
wanted it.he understood, and he believed 
it best they sboulrl have such an ordi- 
nance. He thought the striking out of 
the ice clause was supeifluous. If the 
snow were cleared away there would be 
very little chance for ice to form. 

After some further discussiou Council- 
man Tolman withdrew his amendment. 

Councilman Briston thought the matter 
might lay over with profit and moved to 
table it. His motion was defeated. 

Couucilmau Dogeti then proposed a 
slight amendment, which was accepted, 
aud the highway ordinance passed to be 
enrolled. 

A PETITION, 

A petition was received from the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association ask- 
ing that Union street near the depot and 
a portion of Institution avenue be 
widened at once. The petition was very 
urgent as a large brick block is just 
about to he commenced and unless the 
widening is done before this is erected it 
will be impossible to change the width of 
the street. Referred. 


The True Keinedy. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In his argument before the committee 
last week Mr. Goodwin set forth very 
graphically the rush and hurry of our 
• present school system aud the consequent 
nervous strains upon both teather aud 
pupil. He said the college set the 
pace for the secondary schools, and that 
the Newton High school was trying to 
do in four years with a daily session of 
i four aud one-half hours, what other 
schools of high standing did iu five years 
with a daily session of five hours, 
Now these statements are true and 
couviuce the candid reader that some- 
thing ought to be done to remedy such a 
Condition of allairs. No doubt the addi- 
tion of ten minutes to recess aud three 
minutes to each recitation would slight- 
ly benefit the existing state of thiugs, 
hut would the possible advantage of such 
au arrangement outweigh the positive 
disadvantages? 

Much bus heeu said by parents and 
physicians upon the leugth of time that 
should elapse between breakfast und the 
next substantial meal. This interval 
even with a cold lunch to break it is too 
long for good health aud the well being 
of the pupil. Then only two or three 
hours would intervene between dinner 
aud the usual tea when all the family 
assemble at the close of the day. The 
irregularity could not fail to bring about 
evil effects. Another difficulty presents 
itself. Suppose the ten minutes were 
added to the recess, would boys be likely 
to bring more substantial lunches or eat 


them with any greater doaroe of delibera- 
tion than at present? The fact is tho 
nvornge hoy dotests a cold lunch — who 
does not— and the few stock articles one 
can bring soon pall upon the appetite 
ami grow distasteful. Of course the 
pupil can fall back upon tho school 
restaurant, hut the majority cannot 
afford tho expense that a daily lunch 
there would involve. No one believes 
in tho necessity of tho lutiolt moro firmly 
than tho writer, hut as a matter of fact, 
given the averago hoy, would tho antici- 
pated arrangement bring about tho re- 
sults so earnestly desired by tho lioad 
master? 

Does it not nppear then that tho most 
effective method would ho oither to oni- 
ploy more teachers and reduce the size 
of tho classes, so that moro attention 
could ho paid to the preparations of tho 
pupil, thus avoiding that rush and hurry 
incidental to large classes, or elso do, as 
practised elsewhere, mako the prepara- 
tion for college a five years course. 
Every thoughtful person will agree that 
the condition of affairs, as presented by 
Mr. Goodwill, is of gravest importance, 
demands most careful consideration. 
What is tho additional expeuso of ono 
moro teacher or an added year to tho 
course, in comparison with tho best well- 
faro of the pupil and the highest effi- 
cieucy of tho school? Parent.

MC80LUTIONB OF NKWTON Cl VI I. SKltVlCK 
RKFORMttllS. 

The Annual mooting of the Newton Civil 
Service Reform Association was held in 
Allen’s Hall, West Newton, Monday ovo- 
ning. Tho reports of various officers 
wore read and accepted. That of the 
secretary, Mr. Stephen Thatcher, Btatod 
that Mr. IL E. Bothfeld, chairman of the 
committooon ordinances of the Newton 
city oounoil, had secured a report favor- 
ablo to tho adoption of an ordinance for- 
bidding activity of city employes in politi- 
cal conventions, caucuses and clubs. 

The report also alluded to the action of 
the exooutivo committee of tho associa- 
tion in regard to tho attempted change in 
the tenuro of office of Newton city offici- 
cals. Tho committee favored tho pro- 
visions for office-holding fixed by tho 
proBent city cliartor, which incorporates 
the good behavior clause. Tho city 
charter of Newton was regarded as near- 
er the ideal because it wnR the only one in 
tho state, which, with a few exceptions 
had dono away with annual elections, 
and tho liability of political influence. 

From tho report of the treasure these 
statistics aro gleaned: Receipts from 
contributions, $170; balanco left over 
from preceding year, $5.00; total receipts. 
$176.00; expenditures, $167.17; balance on 
hand, $17.02. 

The following resolutions, offered by 
Mr. Raymond L. Bridgmam, were passed 
unanimously: — 

Resolved, that wo recognize with cor- 
dial appreciation tho firm stand taken by 
President Cleveland to discourage the 
importunitios of office seekers. Ilis 
efforts at Washington deserve to be sup- 
ported at homo by all public spirited 
citizens tho country over, by doing every- 
thing in their power to prevent office- 
seekers from going to Washington with 
tho indorsement of their neighbors and 
friends. We believe that public opinion 
should be hostile to all candidates for 
governmental service whose qualifiica- 
tons are mainly political, and that it 
is the duty of every man to dis- 
courage the tendency of tho times to 
seek public office. We believe that 
petitions for office should not be signed, 
not even for our personal friends, uuless 
it iB clear beyond a reasonable doubt that 
tho public would bo better served by tho 
appointment of tho petitioner, and that 
no reasonably competout and faithful 
officor will be disturbed in his position, 
or bo less likely to secure roappointment. 

Resolved, that a long step in advance 
has been taken by Postmaster-General 
Bissell in his declared purpose that com- 
petent and honest Republican post- 
masters shall be allowed to servo out a 
full term of four years. We trust that in 
enforcing his policy to make no removals 
without the establishment of sufficient 
charges no event will occur to show that 
charges can be lightly made or enter- 
tained, but rather that each case of re- 
moval will be so clear that all fair-mind- 
ed moo, regardless of party, will say that 
the removal was justified. Proof should 
bo dear and tho olfenco of the incum- 
bent should be material against his 
futuro continuance in office, not a trival 
excuse for a change really for political 
reasons 1 

Resolved, that the good of the service 
and tiro right sentiment of the people de- 
mand that the postmaster- general go 
much further than to retain Republican 
postmasters for four years who are 
honest and competent. They should be 
continued in office as long as their houesty 
and competency are unquestioned, no 
matter how many Democrats would like 
the place, no matter how much political 
pressure is made for a change. We in- 
sist that the fourth-class postoffices are 
not the spoils of office in any degree. 

The postmaster-general has dono well 
to admit that they aro not spoils to the 
degree of rendering incumbents liable to 
removal with aebnugeof administration. 

We desire him and all Democrats who 
aspire to these offices to recognize the 
truth that they are not rightfully the 
property of any party in any sense. 

Above party tho public has a right to 
honest and competent service. Such 
service is improved, other things being 
equal, with the experience of the in- 
cumbent, with his familiarity with the 
details of his nusiness and with his 
knowledge of the history and traditions 
of the governmental service. 

Wo urge that well qualified Republican 
postmasters bo reappointed upon tho 
expiration of their four years term, and 
that thus the administration will not 
only render signal service to the people, 
regardless of paity, but that it will also 
mprove this opportunity to raise tho 
standard of governmental practice to a 
higher plane, failing in which it will fall 
short of an evident dutv, and will permit 
others to win tho honor of a reform 
which must surely come. 

Wo pledge our personal efforts to this 
reform and hone for the active co-opera- 
tion of those who are likeniinded with us.

LASELL AT CHICAGO. 

IlKIt JIKCKPTION ROOM AT T1JH WOULD* 8 
KAIIt. 

The Lasoll exhibit at tho World’s Fair 
will be one to attract many visitors, who 
have so muny pleasant memories con- 
nected with the school, 

A Bostou firm has desigued a very 
dainty enclosure, within whioh will be 
the Lasell exhibit, and where the 
daughters of Lasell from all parts of the 
country can meet and renew old as- 
sociations. 

The structure is built of wood uud is 
nearly three cornered in shape, one 
corner comprising the uiaiu entrance 
built in semi-circular form to fit a por- 
tion of the oeutre circle, formed by the 
various exhibits in the room for head- 
quarters of orgauizatious in the Woman’s 
building, where Lusell will bo located. 

The enclosure is iiuished in ivory aud 
gold decorated with llowers aud vines, 
festooned in relief uud touched with gilt. 
Approaching the muiu entrance “Lasell 
Seminary For Young Womou” greet tho 
eye above the door way iu gold letters iu 


rollef with a background of blue, tho 
Kcminnrycolor, dainty columns supporting 
the top which is finished in rennnisauce. 
Festooned draperies of “Lasell” blue silk 
linng gracofully at eitlior side nnrl to the 
right aro open panels in artistic draperies 
of bluo ni Ik. The sido entrance with 
“Lasell Seminary” above supported on 
minute columns, corresponding iu finish 
to tlie main doorway. Entering amid all 
this dainty ivory, bluo and gold one finds 
a soft Wilton carpet beneath the feet, 
and the scene iu no wiso loses charm. 
Tho rear wnlls of tho enclosure aro 
formod in panels and each is devoted to a 
representation in bold relief upon a back- 
ground of pink, of some study, letters in 
gold leaf below explaining the repre- 
sentation. 

Cooking is represented by culinary 
apparatus of various designs, and an 
anchor with a coil of rope and a pair of 
rowlocks represent boating. The crossed 
fencing foil and sword are sufficiently 
comprehensive and scissors, a squaro, 
etc., explain the mysteries of dress cut- 
ting. Physical science is illustrated by 
laboratory articles, while drawing and 
painting with pallet and brushes, and 
music witli tho harp and scrolls, followed 
by gymnastics witli rings, clubs and 
woights anu mathematics represented by 
tho compass, cube, etc., bring one to the 
close of a very interesting and pretty 
exhibition. 

Against the walls recline boat hooks, 
oarH, riiles and pnddles representative of 
the panels described. 

Within the onclosuro a table, sofa and 
chairs all in dainty ivory, bluo and gold, 
harmonizo with the beautiful whole. 

The firm who designed this exquisite 
production wero Messrs. Allen Hall & 
Co. of 384 Boylston street, Boston, and 
it was constructed by Mr. A. Torno, 
cabinet maker, of Harrison avenue, Bos- 
ton. 

The structure was takon apart and 
packed for shipment to Chicago in sec- 
tions on Wednesday. 


Noise From u Tond. 

It is a matter of common observation 
that the loudest sounds are not always 
made by the largest animals. The roar 
of the lion exceeds in sonorousness tho 
cry of tho elephant. Any one who had 
only heard without seeing a bullfrog 
might well suppose that its fearful voice 
breaking the silenco of the night must 
certainly come from the throat of an an- 
imal of formidable dimensions. 

But perhaps tho most remarkable case 
of vocal power in an animal is that re- 
lated by a recent traveler in the high- 
lands of Borneo. He was informed by 
natives that they had heard a tiger roar- 
ing in the neighborhood. Such news is 
always startling to a stranger in the jun- 
gles of tho east and hardly less so to the 
natives. 

An investigation was accordingly set on 
foot, which resulted in the discovery 
that the alarming roars lmd been emitted 
by a toad! This toad of Borneo, how- 
ever, was by no means an ordinary mem- 
ber of the family. It measured no less 
than 14$ inches around tho body. 

That the nutives should not have rec- 
ognized the truo source of tho sound 
shows that tho existence of such toads 
was either unknown to them, or that, at 
any rate, they had never discovered tho 
remarkable vocal capabilities of the ani- 
mals. — Youth’s Companion. 


Three Curious Words. 

Filibuster, freebooter and buccaneer 
are words curiously interrelated. The 
French and the English sea adventurers 
once made common cause against Span- 
ish settlements in the new world, and all 
three of these words came in time to de- 
scribe tho rude sea soldiers who de- 
spoiled the Spanish main and the towns 
upon tho coasts of the Spanish posses- 
sions. Filibuster is said to he the result 
of an attempt to make a French word of 
freebooter, rad tho English borrowed it 
back from the French because it sounded 
less frankly brutal than the English 
word. 

Buccaneer was originally French in 
form, and it meant at first one who 
hunted tho boucan or wild cattle and 
hogs of the West Indies; then one who 
made jerked meat of their flesh, and 
finally, because this meat was used to 
provision the ships of the sea rovers, a 
filibuster or freebooter. — New York Sun. 

A Hint For ltuiny Weather. 

During a recent stormy day a gentle- 
man who had no umbrella, and who had 
just come into town by a local train, 
perceived before him as he stepped into 
the street a person whom he took to bo 
an acquaintance, and who hud a fiuo 
new umbrella hoisted over his head. 
Running up to him, therefore, he clapped 
him on the shoulder, saying as lie did so 
by way of u joke, “I’ll tako that um- 
brella, if you pleaBe.” Tho individual 
thus addressed looked round and dis- 
closed a perfect stranger, but before tho 
other could apologize ho said hurriedly: 
“Oh, it’s yours, is it? Well, 1 didn’t 
know that. Here, you can have it,” and 
broke away, leaving tho article in tho 
bunds of the first party to the conversa- 
tion. This narrative, which is strictly 
true, affords a valuable hint to persons 
who may be caught out without protec- 
tion from tho rain.— London Tit-Bite.

Ho was very glad 
silo had gone, he said; ho would join her 
the next day. During tho game ho al- 
luded many time to the happy day lie 
had passed. And what is there in life 
after all like a tomorrow full of promise?

Some of those 
prosperous men who give him a quarter 
or a half dollar now and then huve in 
times past made their thousands out of 
his skill as an operator/^-New York 
Times. 

To Tax Scenic Advertisement*. 

The practice of defacing natural eceu- 
ery with great advertisements is not so 
prevalent iu tho United States as it wo* 
a generation ugo, and public sentiment 
is steadily growing stronger against it. 
This practice haa recently developed iu 
England to such an extent that lovers of 
nature recognize that some definite ac- 
tion must be taken. The Thames val- 
ley, tho most picturesque mountain spots 
in Wales aud the loveliest corners of 
Devonshire havo been greatly injured by 
huge advertisements. The well known 
architect, Mr. Waterhouse, bus pro- 
posed that if they cannot actually bo 
prohibited they should ut least be di- 
punished by the imposition of a heavy 
license tax. — Chicago Herald. 


Kut[lith Hospitals. 

As regards hospitals, the teeming mil- 
lions of London can count upon only one 
bed per 1,000 — a proportion which is 
unique among the lurge towns of Great 
Britain. Glasgow, Newcastle, Wolver- 
hampton have 3$ beds per 1,000; Edin- 
burgh, 3f; Dublin, 6$; Norwich, Belfast, 
Brighton, Liverpool, Manchester and 
Bristol havo un average of 2$ beds per 
1,000.

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THE NEW RAILROAD SCHEME. 


The parties interested in the now rail- 
road to be built across Newton appeared 
before the board of aldermen Monday 
night, and explained their intentions at 
some length. They claimed that the 
road was to be used both for passengers 
and freight, to connect the New York 
A Now England aud the Boston & Maine 
systems, but these explanations seemed 
only to show more plainly the d image 
such a road would be to Newtou. It 
would be of no advantage to the city, as 
Newton people do not need it either for 
freight or passenger facilities, while it 
would interfere with a great number of 
streets aud disfigure the most attractive 
part of the city. 

According to the engineer who laid 
out the road, it will interfere with the 
following streets: Boylston street will 
be crossed under grade, aud the street 
will have to be raised 14 feet. Wood- 
ward street will have to be lowered six 
feet to pass under the railroad. Walnut 
aud Beacon streets will bo crossed at 
their junction, and both streets will 
have to be raised 14 feet. Newtouville 
avenue, where there is a very steep 
descent now, will be lowered three feet, 
and the road will cioss at the junction of 
Washington and Adams street, 18 feet 
above the two streets. This will hardly 
be possible, however, a 3 if the Boston & 
Albany tracks are raised to do away 
with the grade crossings, the new road 
will have to be raised above them, aud 
the height above Washington street 
would probably have to be nearer 40 
than IS feet. California street would 
have to be raised 22 feet to allow the 
road to pass under. Watertown street 
will be crossed in Watertown, and the 
interference with that street was not 
given, but Pearl street will uot be inter- 
fered with. 

The counsel for the new road pre- 
tended to be greatly surprised that New- 
t >n people objected to have their city 
“developed” by such a railroad, but as it 
is certainly mainly for freight aud 
through traffic, it is difficult to see what 
single advantage the city would derive 
from it, while such an elevated structure 
would he an ugly blot oil the landscape, 
aud crossing so many streets, it would 
add auother element of dauger to the 
streets, which most people cousider are 
fully dangerous enough already. 

For the good of the city aud for the 
sake of all the improvements with which 
the road would interfere, it should be 
opposed by every means iu the power of 
the city government. It may be a uice 
scheme for the two railroad systems to 
be connected, but it would be of untold 
damage to NewtoD. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL SESSIONS. 

There was a very lively session of the 
school board, Monday night, and the tu- 
port of the proceedings is worth a care- 
ful reading. The question of the change 
iu the length of the High school sessions 
was debated Jat some length, and with 
coosideiable feeling. 

The High school committee made their 
report, aud represented themselveH a« 
perfectly convinced by the arguments of 
the Superintendent aud Mr. iGoodwin 
that the change we imperatively needed. 
But the most cogent aud plausible argu- 
ments can be made on both sides, and 
judgiug from the rather curt nature of 
the committee’s report, they were so 
fully convinced by the aigumuuts iu 
favor of the change that they did uot 
give much attention to the arguments 
against it. 

There is no need of any feeling over 
the matter, the change might be au ex- 
cellent thing, but if the parents do uot 
wish it made, what is the use of stirring 
up a heated controversy, arousing ill- 
feeling between the parents aud pupils 
agaiust. the school authorities, and caus 
ing no end of trouble, which will cer- 
tainly do more harm to the school than 
the addition of twenty minutes to the 
session could do good. 


Tuk election iu the Vth district was 
rather disastious for Mr. Barrett, whose 
upward career receives a decided oheck, 
aud Prof. Everett will succeed Congress- 
man Lodge. The Republicans of the 
district seem to bn entitled to the credit 
of Mr. Barrett’s defeat, as his methods 
were uot approved by the more particular 
of the vote s, who believe that a candi- 
date should represent some well-found- 
ed principles, aud that the end does uot 
astify the means, when the means aie 


not what they should bo. It is said that 
Mr. Barrett rocelved many Democratic 
votes, so that he must havo lost a con- 
siderable number of Republican ones, 
and Mr. Lodge's profuso expenditure in 
former elections has rather demoralized 
the district. Had Mr. Hayes been nomi- 
nated, the result would probably havo 
been different, but Prof. Everett, with 
all his eccentricities, will not bo a bad 
representative, as he is a thoroughly 
honest man, and is sound on the most 
important issuos now before tho country. 
Ho is certainly the most scholarly gentle- 
man this stato has sent to Washington 
for many years, and is not a professional 
politician. The contest does uot scorn 
to have excited much interest among tho 
voters of the district, judging from the 
very light vote cast, and perhaps Mr. 
Lodge’s convenient “sore throat” may 
have had some influence on the rosult.as 
that excuse was evidently understood by 
his friends. Tho personal lelations be- 
tween the defeated candidate and the 
Junior Senator will evidently continue in 
a severely “strained” condition for some 
time to come. 

There was u sharp fight over the Sub- 
urban Railroad bill in the house on Wed- 
nesday, and postponement was Anally 
carried to Tuesday next. The dispute 
was over Mr. Sullivan’s motion to extend 
the time for construction for two years, 
aud the Newton Represensatives, Messrs. 
Estabrooks and Chester, charged that 
improper influences had been at work. 

Mr. Chester offered an amendment to 
strike out all relating to an extension of 
tracks to tho Massachusetts Central road 
at Belmont and to an increase of capital. 
Evidently there is a strong influence at 
work in favor of the Suburban road, and 
some of the members seem to have made 
it a personal matter, to see that the road 
gets what it wants, for some reason or 
other. As the only parties directly in- 
terested in the road are two railroad 
corporations, it is difficult to account for 
the zeal with which the thing is pushed, 
as of course the lobby law has eliminated 
all improper influences. 

The legislature has decided not to at- 
tempt to pass any measures looking to 
tho purification of the Charles River 
above the dam at Watertown, owing to 
the great opposition by the towns along 
the river, which have factories ou 
the bauks. A bill has therefore been 
prepared covering only that part of 
the river below the Watertown dam, 
where the need of Borne effective purifi- 
cation is certainly urgent, judging from 
the smells which are wafted over when 
the tide is out. 


The sidewalk ordinance has really 
passed the Common Council, and citizens 
of Wards Oue and Seven are rejoioiug 
over the prospects of having cleau side- 
walks another winter. In several of the 
other wards there is considerable hard 
feeling because they were not included, 
but this -dinauce is only the enteriug 
wedge, and iu a few years there will be 
an urgent demand for its extension. 


The bill to allow the Newton & Boston 
Street Railway Company to increase its 
capital stock, extend its location, and issue 
bonds, has been laid on the table to await 
a general act which will cover all street 
railways.

NEWTON SCHOOL HOARD. 


A STORM T SESSION— CITIZENS’ PROTESTS 
I HAVE LITTLE WEIGHT WITH MANY 

MEMBERS. — THE MAYOR INVESTIGATES. 

Tho sjhool board hold a mooting Wed- 
nesday evening, the mayor presiding and 
all the members being present except 
Messrs. Hollis and Weod and Mrs. Davis. 

Quite a number of patents from New- 
ton Centre, Newton Highlands and New- 
ton were present and protested strongly 
against a lengthening of the sessions of 
tho High school, but the mnjority of tho 
board refused to yield tho authority 
vested in them as members of this auto- 
oratic body in response to tho entroaty of 
the pooplo whom they are sent thore to 
servo, and the High school matter was 
referred to tho committee on rules and 
regulations consisting of Mossrs. Hale, 
Mason and Brackett, and will como up 
for adoption at tho next meeting, May 
24. 

superintendent’s report. 

The report of the superintendent gave 
an encouraging account of the progress 
of the kindergarten schools at Thomp- 
sonville, Lower Falls and Uppor Falls. 
He recommeuded that Latin bo an op 
tional study iu the higher grades after 
Sopt. ’03, and called attention to the 
overcrowded state of the Adams sohool 
where more permanent touchers would 
bo uecessary unless the school should be 
relieved by the parochial school now 
finishing. 

The recommeudation regardiug Latin 
study was referred aud Mr. Hornbrooku

COMMITTEE ON HIGH SCHOOL. 

The report of tho committee ou High 
school was then presented by acting 
chairman Bond, who said the report had 
the cordial support of the whole com- 
mittee. It is as follows: 

TO THE NEWTON SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
The committee ou tho High school, to 
whom, at a special meeting of the school 
committee on the 12th day of April cur- 
rent were referred sundry petitions in 
regard to the sessions of the High school, 
respectfully report as follows: 

Your committee, after long and careful 
consideration of the mntter of the High 
school sessions, are unanimously and 
strongly of the opinion that in order to 
keep the school up to the high standard 
heretofore maintained, aud which is de- 
manded by the citizens of Newton, and 
at the same time to avoid impairing the 
health of its scholars.a five hours session 
is essential. 

Your committee feel that the able and 
well-considered statmeuts by the superin- 
tendent of schools aud the head-master 
of the High school, submitted to the 
hoard at its special meeting are conclu- 
sive as to the question of the length of 
session, and they desire to call your rc 
newed attention to them. 

The regulations of the public Rchools 
as they stand at present call for a live 
hours session of the High school with a 
twenty minute recess. We have, there- 
fore, uo recommendation as to the length 
of the session. Inasmuch, however, as 
it may be found desirable Dy those hav- 
ing charge of the school to lengthen 
somewhat the length of tho recess, we 
recommend the amendment of the regu- 
lations so as to provide that there shall 
be a recess not to exceed thirty minutes 
iu length, aud we submit herewith an 
order for such amendment.

Mr. Hornbrooke wished to know 
whether it was proposed to put this 
High school rule into effect now or next 
fall. He thought the end of the year 
would be a poor time to subject the 
scholars to hucIi a radical change. He 
was not prepared to say whether it was 
advisable to take the advice of tho High 
school committee now or then, hut cer- 
tainly now would be a had time wbeu 
the school aud community were bestirred 
up about the matter. Three years ago 
a committee was chosen to investigate 
the relative standing of the Newton 
High school with inslilut ons of a simi- 
lar grade, and they reported it as far ad- 
vanced aud efficient as those fouud any- 
wnere. There was no lameutable deficien- 
cy either in standing or progress made, 
aud why now should such stress he laid 
upon increasing the sessions a few 
minutes. Ho was glad the reports of the 
superintendent and headtrus’er had been 
distributed as it would have a largely 
educatiouul value, but he believed it 
would have beeu a great deal wiser 
courso if they had been sent out before 
action was taken bv the hoard. 

“The people of Newton can he persuad- 
ed, hut Mr. Mayor, they are uot people 
who can he driven.” Suppose this rule 
is imposed by this committee agaiust 
such a liat of opiniou, it cauuot he made 
effective. We certainly have the right to 
pass such a rule but each member should 
he guide d by the people of his communi- 
ty. Matters which concern the schools 
and people should he guided by public 
opinion, aud it ft dangerous aud useless 
to coerce the people. We have the 
authority, some may say, but in America 
there is only one authority, that of the 
people whom we cauuot to < . He 
spoke of Abraham Lincoln wh. *..< not 
above asking the opinion oi umer* ou 
important questions and thought this 
policy would not he a had one for the 
Newtou Lchool board. Mr. Hornbrooke 
then uiovtd that the amendment should 
uot go iuto effect before the riext term. 

Mr. Bond said he should move a refer- 
ence to the committee ou rules aud 
regulations. Neither motion was 
seconded. 

A discussion of some ieugth then took 
place, Mr. Ward finally interrupting and 
asking that the matter he thrown opou 
for discussion, his request being granted. 

Mr. Wuid thought this whole question 
was a very foolish one, for the school 


I hoard to allow It to canso so much out- 

sido feeling. All this agitation was for 
the sake of giving the ohildron ten 
I minutes to ho divided into six recitations 
and he could not conceivo how the 
school committee could be so foolish as 
to vote for this small increase against such 
opposition from tho pooplo of Newton, It 
is not the committee or superintendent 
who should have most to Hay about 
these things, nor is it they who pay tho 
hills. A prominent Boston educator wns 
naked by him tho benefit of such a chain • 
and he replied that they could pump out 
in four hours all they could get in llvo 
hours from a pupil. He called attention 
to the circular sent out through tho chil- 
dren asking opinions of paronts .as (o 
where the increaso t<> five hours should 
lie made. Ho thought them unfair aud 
know they had convoyed a wrong ini- 
ptession to mauy. 

THE MAYOR INVESTIGATES. 

Mayor Fenuo had heard unfavorable 
comments on this circular which had 
been sent out nnd wished to find out by 
whose authority it was issued. 

Mr. Bond of tho High school committee 
wnH asked if that committee was respon- 
sible? 

Mr. Bond— They wore not sent out by 
tho High school committee. 

Mayor — Who sent them out? 

Mr. Boud— I do not know by whoso 
authority they were issued, but the High 
school committeo aro willing to assume 
the responsibility. 

The Mayor— I do uot wish the com- 
mittee to assume the responsibility. I 
wish to know who authorized it. 

Mr. Boud— Tho committeo had know- 
ledge of the circular bui gave no author- 
ity for its issuance. It was sont out, ho 
believed, from the superiutendent’s office 
or from the High school. 

Mayor Fenuo thought it was an as- 
sumption of power on the part of some 
one to issue the circular with no author- 
ity from tho committee. He wished to 
ventilate the matter before the full hoard 
and nscertaiu where the responsibility 
lay. Superintendent Aldrich was asked 
if ho know how many circulars were sent 
out and how mauy auswors were roceived 
from them. 

Superintendent Aldrich — I canuot state 
tho exact number off baud. Tuo clerk 
of tho committee has the correct figures, 
Trusting wholly to memory there were 
perhaps 30 answers roceived. 

The superintendent wished to make au 
explanation, but the mayor decliued 
absolutely to listeu, saying he would 
have an opportunity to speak later. 

Mayor Fenno— Mrs, Sherwood, how 
many replies were received? 

Mrs. Sherwood— About 350 or 309. 

The Mayor— Did any state a preference 
for a four aud a half hour session? 

Mrs. Sherwood— Yes, perhaps sixty of 
those who replied. Tho rest stated 
simply when they prefered tho session to 
begin. 

Mr. Smith — Was any mention of the 
petition made? 

Yes. in several Instances the majority 
approving a change for physiological 
reasons. 

Superintendent Aldrich was then given 
au opportunity to speak by tho mayor 
and Baid it had been frequently remarked 
that if a change were contemplated it 
would probably be the geueral desire to 
commence school earlier, and sugges- 
tions hud beeu made that these opinions 
might be gathered from the parents 
through the pupils, hence the circular 
for which he alone was responsible with 
the knowledge and tacit approval of the 
High school committee. The wording oi 
the circular seemed to have conveyed a 
wrong impression. His intention had 
simply been to get their opinion, in ease 
a change to five hours were made. 

Mr. Smith spoke strongly in favor of 
giving the longer sessions a trial at this, 
the end of the school year. This would 
demonstrate whether the chauge was 
wise or uot. As a former teacher, be 
knew the value of a breathing space be- 
tween studies. Mr. Goodwin’s record as 
uiuBtei . . rire High school should entitle 
him to the confidence of the parents, 
when ho comes and askes au increased 
session, or at least giviug it a trial. He 
did not wiBlr to antagonize Newtou 
parents in any way hut believed Mr. 
Goodwin’s record with the school en- 
titled him to some consideration. 
CITIZENS SPEAK. 

Mr. Charles E. Eddy felt that parents 
had. right to he heard iu mailers pertain- 
ing to the health of their children. The 
child’s Ik llh iu the eyes of a parent is 
paramount, to education aud then the 
fact that this increased session is pro- 
posed at the end of the year when the 
pupil is fatigued from winter work and 
at the beginning of the warm season 
when such a burden will rest all the 
more heavily, he strongly protested 
against. The length of recess is now 
tire; ome to many of tho pupils aud a 
shorter or no recess at all would he 
belter. A light lunch eaten iu five 
mi utes is sufficient when a hot dinner is 
awaiting them at home alter school, us 
is the general custom. The speaker was 
told by a member of the school com- 
mittee that he had nothing to say iu this 
matter, a position which he thought un- 
tenable to he taken by the school bo .id 
of Newton. Parents havo beeu refused 
a hearing by the committee. This rule 
would affect and disarrange 5CJ f imilic*i 
in Newton, and they are to say nothing. 
It is no wonder autagouism has been 
around against the t-chool board, super- 
intendent aud teachers of Newtou. Tho 
feeling against this matter has uot been 
sectional, hut is spontaneous. He was 
surprised that the school board should 
favor such a matter, just because the 
superintendent proposed it. The super- 
intendent. recommends, aud tho school 
board acquiesces. What is tho board 
for, if not lo weigh aud deoide according 
to their beHt judgment. 

Ex Senator G. D. Gilman said the High 
sohool had ruu until now on f our and a 
half hours and every citizen iu Newtou 
is proud of its work. Let well euough 
alone. This is a season of the year when

Death of Prof. Norton. 

—Prof. Lewis Mills Norton, associate pro" 
lessor of organic and industrial chemistry* 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
died at his residence on Hancock street, at 
2 o’clock Wednesday afternoon, He had 
been ill about a week, first being attacked 
with "La Grippe,” which developed rapid- 
ly into pneumonia. He was born in Athol, 
Dro. 20. 1855, and was the sou of Rev. John 
Foote Norton. His early education was re- 
ceived in the public schools of Athol and 
Keene, N. H., and he removed with his 
family to Nati. when he was 17 years of 
oge. He was *• uember of the class of 1875 
at the Institu' where he remained for 
two years as an assistant, after completing 
his course, and then went abroad studying 
for two years at Berlin, Paris and Gottingen 
in whioli latter p'ace he took bis decree of 
Pit. D. After filling the position of coemist 
of the Amoskeag Mills at Manchester for 
two years, he accepted the position offered 
by the Institute ns au instructor in chemis- 
try, Being faithful in his duties, and being 
a competent instructor, lie was soon raise d 
to the position of assistant professor of 
organic chemistry, which he held until 
1885, when he was made an associate pro- 
fessor of industrial and organic chemistry. 
The chemicul course was under his charge, 
and the popular^ of that course is due, in 
great part, to the intere t be exhiblteu in 
his work, and the s.odeuts under him, As 
a teacher Prof. Nori n was at the head of 
his profession. He ha 1 a thorough know- 
ledge of everything pertaining to chemis- 
try, was a deep tli uker, aud had the powe’ 
of imparting his knowledge to others in an 
eminent degre e. His popularity among the 
studeuts was due to the fact that lie took a 
deep personal interest in each and every 
one of them, aud did all in his power to 
better their stations in life. The Institute 
loses by his death n man whose position it 
will be impossible to fill, one whose stan- 
dard was the very highe- t. aud one whose 
personality did much for the advancement 
of learning. Prof. Norton was rnarric 1 to 
Alice, daughter of Rev. F. N. Peloubet, in 
1883, and ufter his marriage came to Au- 
burndale, where he continmd to reside 
until his death. He was a member of tile 
Auburndale Congregational church, and 
had always been active in its Sunday 
school. Beside his widow, five children 
survive him.

Part of i« slilp'i Fmr t T mlcr|tn n Terrible 
Experience After firing Wrecked In the 
Pacific Ocean - .V llravc Woman Was One 
of the SiifTerer*. 

Captain Peterson of tho bark Lady j 
Latupson. his wife and five seamen ar- 
rived in Honolulu in an emaciated con- 
dition. They came in an open boat only 
18 feet long and reported that they had 
been 28 days tossing about on the Pacific. 
While the occupants of the frail craft 
were not entirely without provisions dar- 
ing their long battle with the elements, 

I he effects of short commons and lack of 
sleep and shelter wore palpably apparent. 
Mrs. Peterson, who was clad in a thin 
black gown, was worn nearly to a shad- 
ow, and her strength failed her com- 
pletely ns she was lifted from the boat 
and taken into the Eagle House. 

The men were sunburned, leaden eyed 
and listless. Their headsdrooped, audit 
was with difficulty that they could be 
got to speak, but Captain Peterson told 
in a few words that the Lady Lampson 
had been wrecked at night on a reef near 
Palmyra island when 44 days out from 
Sydney, and the cro>v w’ere compelled to 
take to the boats. He was very weak 
and spoke in a whisper, at the same time 
begging that his wife ho taken where she 
could get nourishment and a little rest. 

The Kanakas lent willing hands to 
help tho w'aifs of tho ocean into hacks 
and carriages, and they were quickly 
driven to where they could command at- 
tention. The little boat in which they 
had journeyed over 1,000 miles became 
an object of interest for hundreds of peo- 
ple. It was partly decked in with can- 
vas, and strips of the same material had 
been stretched above the gunwale on ei- 
ther side to prevent her being swamped. 
In the boat were a couple of nearly emp- 
ty water kegs and a small quantity of 
biscuit and canned goods. 

"I haven’t had my clothing off for 28 
days,” said Captain Peterson when seen 
at tho Eagle House. He was hollow’ 
cheeked and unshaven and looked indeed 
as if he had suffered both mentally and 
physically. “The Liidy Lampson,” he 
said, “was from Sydney, and we -were 
bound to this port with 000 tons of coal 
for Wilder & Co. Wo left Sydney last 
November and were 44 days out when 
the vessel struck. We had had bad 
weather near Feejee, having been in a 
hurricane for 24 hours, but after that w'e 
had fine northeast winds until we got 
near Palmyra island, when tho weather 
became dirty. It was 5:30 o’clock on the 
morning of Jan. 1G when we struck. I 
had not had an observation for two days. 
The night had been dark and stormy, 
but the water was smooth then. I knew’ 

I was to the east of the island, and that 
there w’as a sunken reef somewhere 
around. I was on dock myself and had 
tw’o men on the lookout aloft. There is 
a strong westerly current there, and I 
guess w r e were going about five knots an 
hour with all sails set. 

“Five minutes after she struck she be- 
gan to break up. and I ordered the boats 
out. We lowered the two boats. I took 
charge of one, and First Mate Harry Mil- 
ler took the other. In my boat there 
w’ere, besides my w’ifo and myself, Sec- 
ond Mate C. Brow’n and Seaman W. 
Carloon (both Swedes), Cabin Boy W. 
Hayden of Liverpool, F. Weller, the 
cook, who is a German, and E. Everson, 
a Norwegian sailor. The mate's boat 
contained a German sailor named Sny- 
der Oscar Magnersen, a Swede; J. Jor- 
gensen, a German, and a seaman named 
Martin. 

“We started for Palmyra island in 
company about. 7 in tho morning, haring 
only five gallons of water for the two 
boats. The island is only 40 miles from 
the reef, but the current und tide w’ere 
so strong that w’e w’ere trying for lime 
days to make headway against them, but 
couldn’t. Wo drifted to. the westward, 
so I resolved to put back to the bark. 
We suffered greatly through want of 
w’ater, and we had barely enough to 
moisten our tongues, which w’ere swollen 
and dry. 

• “We found the bark settling down aud 
the water washing over her, so w’e got 
aboard quickly and put some canned 
goods, biscuit und w’ater into tho boats. 
We rigged tho boats w’ith canvas aud 
then started again for Palmyra island. 
We tried for tw’o days to make headway, 
but tho heavy swell und wind bullied us. 
Thinking I would lose sight of tho mate’s 
boat, I told him to steer for Honolulu, 
and I steered for here myself. Wo lost 
sight of the other boat and have had 
heavy gales ever since. I have only had 
an hour’s sleep at a time during tho day, 
and have never laid down. At nighttime 
the spray came over, wetting us all to 
the skin, aud in the day w’e dried our 
clothes in the sun, jf there was any. The 
men have been quiet aud uncomplaining,, 
even though on short allowance of food 
and wutcr, and, tlmuk goodness, we lost 
nobody from our boat. It was a terrible 
experience, though, tho worst 1 have met 
with during 14 years of seafaring. 

“After we passed the island of Maui 
wo struck a storm, und the boat half 
tilled with water. We thought thou it 
was ull over after passing through so 
many other dangers, but we managed to 
bail her out und keep her right. The 
first vessel we saw since we struck, 28 
duys ago, wub a steam schooner off Dia- 
mond head this morning. I hope the 
Inato’s boat is safe, and if he steered to 
tho eastward I think they are all right." 

The Lady Lampson was ■well known 
in Sau Francisco. She belonged to J. J. 
Moore. Captain Peterson owned a quar- 
ter share in her aud hud his interest in- 
terest insured for $10,000 in tho Fire- 
man’s Insurance company. He reckons 
that he has lost $3,000 in instruments, 
furniture, charts and short insurance.— 
Cor. Ban Francisco Examiner.

such a change would be most injurious 
to the tchool, and to adopt a rule be- 
cause the superintendent proposes it. 
seemed to him very weak on the part of 
tbe school board. 

Mr. A. C. Walworth was decidedly 
opposed to any change. The peace of 
tiie city had been upset for a very little 
tiling of no great benefit to the pupils. 
He believed the parents had a strong 
argument in the health of their children 
for which their regard is naturally 
greUer than that of a teacher. Tiie 
school stood on a pa.* with the classical 
schools of Boston aud was so near per- 
fection now, no improvement was 
needed. 

Mr. A. L. Rand said his daughter came 
home so exhausted from school as to 
necessitate lying down for a time before 
eating her dinner, and lie believed an in- 
crease would be of grea.er injury to her 
health. He did not think the board 
should have much hesitation in deciding 
this question alter receiving the protest 
of 4CJ parents. 

Mr. Frank Ed mauds did not want the 
session lengthened. 

Mr. Horubrooko thought too many 
inferences were taken from tiie circular 
issued. In justice to the superintendent 
he thought there was no question but it 
was sent out in all honesty aud fairness.

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
hoard it is unwise to increa- o the length 
of se siou of the High school. 

Mr. D*ew did not believe in the board 
expressing an opinion. They came there 
to weigh and decide a matter, not to give 
au opiuion. 

The mayor explained that a favorable 
opinion would dismiss the question for- 
ever without fuuber action. 

A good de.,1 of diboussiou was gone in- 
to, Mr. Drew failiug to see how an adverse 
opinion on the motiou would dismiss it. 

Mr. Ilorubrooke then withdrew the 
motion to aBow Mr. Hale to move au in- 
definite postponement, to which Mr. 
Drew hud not the sligh'est objection. 
Before this motiou was accepted an- 
other controversy came up, and Mr. 
ilornbrooke’s motiou was thought to be 
the one best calculated to close the dis- 
cubsion. 

Mr. Munro arose to protest against an 
“attempt to browbeat the boara.” 

Mr. Ilorubrooke thought the gentle- 
mail was mistaken. Hu desired to ex* 
pr< s his opiuiou and he gave other 
mem hers a chance to do the same It 
was a ireo voti aud each could vote as 
they pie , d. 

Mr. Drew thought tiie board should 
have further time to consider the matter. 

Mr. Brackett thought nothing would 
be gained by lUrlher delay. The minds 
of all are mrde up by this time. 

Mr. Iloruhi coke’s motion was present- 
ed once more, secondnl by Mr. Ward, 
and the vote wi”; as follows:
